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There is in England as in this country a large body of 
citizens who hold fast to the strange belief that national 
indifference rather than national preparedness is the best 
safeguard against war, and who, therefore, condemn the 
transformation of military resources into military strength 
as a needless extravagance. In England the supporters 
of this belief are interfering seriously with the reorgani- 
zation of the British army, the result being increasing 
difficulty in persuading young men of the required quality 
to enter the military service. Field Marshal Lord Rob- 
erts is making an earnest effort to counteract these bale- 
ful influences, and has again warned the English people 
that their attitude is a menace to the national safety. 
He is convinced that compulsory service is the only solu- 
tion of England’s military difficulties, though he frankly 
acknowledges that it is useless to urge the adoption of 
that policy under present conditions. As an alternative, 
therefore, he favors a system under which all boys of 
proper age shall receive a certain amount of training in 
rifle shooting under competent instructors. Later, at the 
age of eighteen or nineteen, he says, boys thus trained 
should be put through a three or four months’ course of 
drill, together with a two weeks’ course in field training 
annually for three years. This system, he contends, would 
make useful soldiers of the young men so instructed and 
thus supply the material which the army sorely needs 
but cannot now obtain. In the course of a recent address 
in London Lord Roberts warned his countrymen that they 
were deceiving themselves into a false sense of security, 
and added: “I want to make it quite clear that the 
Regular Army is only just sufficient to provide for the 
garrisoning of India and the colonies in times of peace 
and the putting of a very small striking force in the field. 
Many people entertain the belief that an invasion of Eng- 
land is impossible. They are encouraged in this by those 
who might have known better. It is in the past immunity 
from trouble and the astonishing apathy and ignorance of 
our people that the great danger to this country lies. 
They know nothing of the horrors of war and seem quite 
willing to let matters slide along, as they imagine that no 
danger can come to themselves.” 

With the completion of the extensive project of railway 
termina] facilities now under construction at Fort Leav- 
enworth that post will be provided with transportation 
equipment to an extent befitting its importance. Under 
the plans adopted the entite Quartermaster Department 
at the post will be transferred to the Northern end of the 
reservation where the warehouses, shops, coal sheds, sta- 
ble sheds and grain and hay storage buildings will be con- 
nected by spurs and branches with the various railway 
systems entering the city of Leavenworth. Each of the 
various supply points on the reservation will be connect- 
ed with these branch lines, and will be provided with the 
necessary platforms and loading facilities, with the result 
that the handling of all military stores and supplies can 
be performed with a great saving of time and money as 
compared with the cost of doing so under present condi- 
tions. ‘The completion of this project will help greatly to 
realize the “Greater Fort Leavenworth,” which various 
officers commanding the post at different times have la- 
bored to bring about, and the extent and character of the 
work will surprise and delight many an officer who re- 
members Fort Leavenworth only as it was under former 
conditions. Capt. James E. Normoyle, Q.M. Dept., U.S. 
A., Constructing Quartermaster in eharge of the work, is 
pushing it forward in a manner which has won the ad- 
miration of those who have inspected it and which affords 
conclusite proof that he is conspicuously the man for the 
task in hand. The labor employed in the work is sup- 
plied from the military prison at Fort Leavenwotch, the 
commandant of which, Lieut. Col. George S. Young, 21st

Inasmuch as the Governor of New Hampshire has noti- 
fied the War Department that the lack of an available 
appropriation will make it impossible for the National 
Guard of that state to join with Regular troops in coast 
defense exercises this year, it is to be hoped that other 
coastwise states whose legislatures are or will be in ses- 
sion during the present winter may take pains to appro- 
priate the needful money for the purpose indicated. The 
value and importance of instructing state troops in coast 
defense work in association with Regulars were conclu- 
sively demonstrated by last year’s joint exercises. The 
usefulness of the instruction thus imparted has been 
heartily acknowledged not only by General Murray, Chief 
of Artillery, U.S.A., but by the officers and men of the 
various National Guard organizations that participated. 
The need of further and continued instruction of the same 
character is beyond question, and the most liberal pro- 
vision for it should be made by every state bordering the 
coastline of the continent. The intelligence and zeal 
shown by the state troops engaged in last year’s exer- 
cises proved beyond doubt that with proper encouragement 
from the authorities of the various states represented 
there can be developed in their militia organizations a 
coast defense reserve capable of the highest usefulness in 
time of need. To bring about the development of such a 
force, the national government, the War Department and 
the Army have pledged their best energies, but they can- 
not do everything. If the project is to succeed the states 
themselves must help, and it is difficult to imagine a 
more commendable expenditure of state funds in the mod- 
erate sum required for such purposes. 
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From those who plead for larger consideration for the 
members of our military services in the matter of pay 
and other respects, there will be nothing but cordial ap- 
proval for the President’s recommendation that pensions 
be provided for those members of the United States Life 
Saving Service, who become incapacitated in the line of 
duty. The yearly record of the work performed by the 
men on duty at the life-saving stations along our far-flung 
coastline adds a distinct and noble chapter to the annals 
of American achievement through valor, vigilance and 
self-sacrifice, and deserves a larger measure of reward 
than it has thus far received. A service of such demon- 
strated usefulness is worth maintaining at any reasonable 
cost, yet the capable members leave it every year to ac- 
cept employment in civilian pursuits where the hazards 
are less and the compensation greater. ‘The situation,” 
the President truly states in his special message of Jan. 
28, “calls for immediate action, and I earnestly urge 
some adequate form of relief for a body of men who have 
saved thousands of lives, often under circumstances of ex- 
treme peril, and millions of doilars’ worth of property at 
a comparatively insignificant cost, whose valor has never 
been surpassed on the field of battle, whose achievements 
have won world-wide recognition and who are deserving 
of the nation’s gratitude and protection.” 
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One of the most convincing of newspaper pleas in 
support of the graded pay bill comes from the Hartford 
Courant, in an article entitled “A Case For Business 
Sense,” which is in part as follows: “The maintenance 
of the Navy and Army in high efficiency is a plain busi- 
ness proposition. Why else have we been spending so 
many millions on battleships, coast defenses, high-power 
guns, etc.? What would these be worth at the critical 
time if they were not adequately and capably manned? 
We cannot afford to have young men of the stuff 
the best soldiers and bluejackets are made of turn- 
ing away from the Services because of an unattractive- 
ness due to the country’s penuriousness; we cannot afford 
to have the experienced non-coms. and warrant officers— 
the very backbone of the Service—disappearing into civil 
life because of the lack of reasonable inducements to 
re-enlist; we cannot afford to condemn the commissioned 
officers to a life of chronic money troubles and debt, or 
by that course to deter ambitious, high-spirited lads from 
knocking at the doors of West Point and Annapolis. It 
isn’t worthy of the United States of America; and it 
isn’t business sense.”

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Major George Montgomery, U.8.A., in charge of the 
finance and property divisions of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, has in the last year, in conjunction with the com- 
manding officers of the large manufacturing arsenals of 
the Army, introduced many improvements in the system 
of keeping account of expenditures for ordnance material, 
the result being that the necessary strength of the clerical 
force at those arsenals was less in proportion to the busi- 
ness done than before the changes were made. Referring 
to the reforms and savings thus effected, Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., says: “The 
efforts of Major Montgomery have effected very consid- 
erable improvements in the methods of accounting for the 
property of this Department, both that at the arsenals 
and that in the hands of organizations of the active Army. 
The clerical labor has been much reduced and at the same 
time the accountability has been made more strict.” 
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It is a significant and gratifying circumstance that the 
gross inadequacy of Army and Navy pay as compared 
with the wages paid to employees in civilian vocations is 








nowhere more frankly acknowledged than in the great in- 
dustrial centers of the country, where the competitions of 
labor are keenest. An instance of this recognition ap- 
pears in an editorial article in the Pittsburg Dispatch, 
published in the theater, as it were, of America’s mighti- 
est industrial activities, from which we quote the follow- 
ing passage: “We do not want our Regular Army to be 
filled by the class that cannot earn good wages in industry. 
The only way to get the better class is to offer them wages 
sufficient to induce them to accept the service. But the 
actual fact is that while industrial wages have increased 
in each decade since the seventies the rates of Army pay 
have remained unchanged since that time. It is not re- 
markable, therefore, that while the minimum Army fixed 
by law is 60,000 the number actually in the ranks is 
40,000. The bill pending in Congress to relieve the situa- 
tion by assuring living wages to the soldiers and sailors 
should be pushed to early passage. To defeat or post- 
pone it would be to cripple and dismember what is at 
most but a skeleton of defense if an exigency should 
arise.” 
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A correspondent says: “Some time ago I noticed in 
your paper where a sergeant recited the amount and value 
of United States property under his care, and made ref- 
erence to his small pay. This man wrote truly and mod- 
estly. During the nine years that I have been a non-com. 
staff officer I had in my sole care government property, 
the amount of which is vast, and should I undertake to 
give figures of money value, the same would be astound- 
ing. The procuring, issuing and accounting for same has 
always been my duty. My superiors, after scrutiny and 
inspection of the papers, sign their name. I was never 
able to obtain suitable clerks as assistants, and the bulk 
of the work fell to my lot. For all this duty the govern- 
ment pays me forty dollars per month with the well- 
known, scant allowances, which, under favorable condi- 
tions is hardly enough for family and self. Our services 
are worth more, we deserve more, and I wish to make this 
appeal for better conditions in our behalf.” 
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Secretary Taft’s recommendation that the military 
prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., be reconstructed at 
an estimated cost of $583,000, is one that Congress 
should adopt without question or delay. The Secretary 
points out that the present buildings of the prison are 
very old, inadequate, unsanitary and unsafe. The build- 
ings are now over-crowded by more than seven hundred 
military convicts who are confined in them, and more 
than six hundred other convicts are held at military 
posts because there is no room for them at the prison. 
These old prison buildings are not fireproof and cannot 
be made so. The inflammable wooden construction of 
their interiors is a constant menace to the lives of the 
hundreds of men confined in them and is a perpetual 
source of anxiety to the prison officials and to the War 
Department.

Brig. Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer, U.S.A., 
who was a delegate to the International Wireless Con- 
ference in Berlin, believes that it would be extremely 
unfortunate if the treaty prepared by that body should 
fail of ratification by the United States Senate. The 
treaty affords a substantial working basis for the inter- 
national development and control of wireless telegraphy. 
If it is not ratified, all official business with other govern- 
ments will be treated as purely commercial matter, and 
secret messages may be refused transmission. It is stated 
that owing to the objections to the treaty the Senate pro- 
poses to hold it indefinitely while the Navy Department 
watches the behavior of the wireless companies. If they 
refuse to transmit distress signals or to show reasonable 
co-operation the treaty will be taken from its pigeon hole 
and ratified.

As the result of a conference between Secretary Taft, 
Colonel Goethals and Mr. Kugene T. Chamberlain, Com- 
missioner of Navigation in the Treasury Department, it 
was decided to provide that the shipments of the 4,000,000 
barrels of cement that are to be bought within the next 
few months for use on the’ Panama Canal be made in 
American bottoms regardless of competitive bids on the 
freight rate. 

The British cruiser speed record for the year is held by 
the King Alfred, which, on her eight hours’ sea trial, did 
for one hour 25.1 knots, and for the whole eight hours at- 
tained a mean of 24.8 knots. This is the mean reached 
by the Drake in her last year’s record. This year the 
Drake has not made so much, 24.6 being the highest re- 
corded. 
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In the columns of our valued London contemporary, the 


Army and Navy Gazette, we find a brief, matter-of-fact’ 


statement to the effect that the mast of the old British 
battleship Hero, which sank recently off the Kentish 
coast of England after being used as a target in firing ex- 
periments, has been destroyed by means of explosives. To 
those familiar with the character and results of those 
experiments as set forth in the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL of Jan. 11, page 482, and Jan. 18, page 519, the 
paragraph above mentioned is somewhat significant. The 
firing against the Hero was undertaken partly to ascer- 
tain the effect that could be produced upon the upper 
works of a vessel of her class by heavy gunfire from the 
secondary battery of an attacking ship, and thus afford 
some basis for an estimate as to the resulting demorali- 
zation among her personnel. The guns employed in the 
firing were quick-firing pieces of 6-inch caliber, which rep- 
resents the maximum of that type, since its projectile is 
the heaviest that can be man-handled. As the result of 
some fifty-two hits on the Hero her upper works, accord- 
ing to unofficial reports, were almost completely destroyed, 


the upper deck was blown up, the after conning tower - 
was penetrated and the entire vessel was in a condition of.- 


chaos. The demoralization which such conditions wouid 
cause among the personnel of the ship in action may be 
imagined. The tests with the Hero had, however, an 
even more important object in view, and that was to as- 
certain the effect of such firing upon the complex and 
highly-organized fire-control system which is so impor- 
tant an element of the modern warship. All published 
reports as to results on this as on other features of the 
tests are unofficial, but the London Daily Expréss states 


that within two minutes after the firing began a fragment 


of shell pierced the Hero’s mast, completely cutting off 
every wire of the extensive fire-control system with which 
she had been equippd for the occasion, thus showing the 
extreme vulnerability of present fire-controt installations. 


That this result was instructive if not positively startling ° 


to the British naval authorities is indicated by the an- 
nouncement that the Admiralty would publish no infor- 
mation as to the firing and by the fact that increased at- 
tention is to be given to the evolution of a new and safer 
fire-control system for British naval vessels. And now 
comes the announcement that the mast of the Hero, with 
its severed wires of the fire control installation, has been 
destroyed, an act which, if purposely done, as one may 
infer, suggests that our British kinsmen have learned a 
warning lesson in warship equipment which other naval 
powers must learn by themselves or not at all.

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Major Henry C. Davis, Coast Art: Corps, U.S.A., 
publishes in the Journal of the United States Artillery 
an article on last year’s joint exercises of the Regulars 
and the Massachusetts Militia in coast defense in the 
district of Boston, in which he offers various suggestions 
of value in view of the likelihood that similar exercises 
will be held there and elsewhere during the present year. 
The real function of such exercise, Major Davis points 
out, should be to provide drill for ‘all units, and es- 


pecially for the larger. This element was lacking from 
the joint Army and Navy maneuvers of several years 
ago, the result being that battle and fire commanders 
were required to put into practice methods previously 
untried and known only theoretically. Under such con- 
ditions many failures are bound to happen. In joint 
exercises of land forces Major Davis suggests that the 
first days of the encampment be given up to battery 
drill with all available target vessels moving about the 
field of fire of the several batteries to give them drill in 
tracking, changing targets, and in pointing and laying 
of guns. The night may also be used for the same pur- 
pose under night conditions, with no attempt at surprise 
or attack. The latter part of the drill period may well 
be used for sub-caliber practice, and, if funds are avail- 
able, for a few rounds with service charges. The longing 
of the reserves to fire actual war time shots was very 
noticeable. This period may well be followed by day 
attacks without any secrecy or attempt at surprise, the 
whole program being made known beforehand. This 
makes a drill and accustoms the defense to what they 
may expect and teaches them how to meet an attack. 


“The whole idea,’ says Major Davis, “is to have drill, - 


drill, drill, till it becomes second nature to do the correct 
thing at the proper time, so that when the real simu- 
lated attacks come, there should be no flurry. The com- 
monplace duties being performed automatically, emer- 
gencies will be met coolly and without disorder. When 
this condition is reached we are ready for real attacks.”

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Med. Dir. Manly H. Simons, U.S.N., in an article pub- 
lished in the Military Surgeon, makes the interesting sug- 
gestion that medical officers of the naval militia capable 
and desirous of entering the Navy Medical School in 
Washington should be supported, while there, at the ex- 
pense of the government. He points out that very few 
young medical men can afford to give up practice and pay 
the cost of a course at the school out of their own pockets, 
and that consequently it will be exceedingly difficult to 
supply any considerable bedy of naval militia with prop- 
erly qualified medical officers in time of war unless some- 
thing is done to induce them to prepare themselves in 
time of peace. Doctor Simons, therefore, contends that 
the money spent by the government in defraying the ex- 
penses of properly-selected medical officers during their 
course at the Navy Medical School would be wisely in- 
vested. He emphasizes the fact that medical officers of 
naval militia must have special instruction, and remarks 
that, if they cannot be taken through the Navy Medical 
School, the needful instruction may be acquired partly 
from association, during the cruise of their companies, 
with regular medical Officers of the Navy, and partly 
from study of a book to be specially prepared for them 
and issued by the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. In 
Doctor Simons’s opinion, however, the best thing for the 
government to do is to train such officers at its own ex- 
pense in the Navy Medical School. ee

the state of Kansas, held at Wichita, Kan., in February, - 


1889, the Right Worshipful Grand Secretary made a re- 
port of the organization, and a charter was granted to 
the lodge as “Hancock Lodge, No. 311, A.F. and A.M., 
Fort Leavenworth, Kan.,” by Most Worshipful George C. 
Kenyon, Grand Master. Brig. Gen. Carle A. Woodruff, 
U.S.A., then captain, 2d Artillery (Light Battery F), 
was the first Master of the lodge. Chaplain Thomas W. 
Barry (now deceased) was the first Senior Warden. Coi. 
Charles Page, Med. Dept. (now deceased), then Medical 
Director, Department of the Missouri, was the first Junior 
Warden. In 1890, at the request of the late Gen. Albert 
Pike, General Woodruff organized Army Lodge of Per- 
fection, No. 1, Scottish Rite, 4 to the 14 degrees, at Fort 
Leavenworth, and was its Master during the years 1890 
and 1891. Early in the fifties a Masonic Lodge was or- 
ganized at Fort Riley, Kan., and was chartered Union 
Lodge, No. 7, but in a few years changes in the garrison 
necessitated the removal of the lodge to Junction City, 
three miles distant. Union Lodge is still in existence.

Complaint having been made by the Manila Cablenews

In 
addition to the fact that the bluejackets consider the peo- 
ple up north more hospitable than the people of .Maniia, 
who aré their own fellow-countrymen, is the undeniable 
fact that we can get more for our money in northern 
cities than we can here. The hotels are better, the res- 
taurants.are better, there are more places of interest to 
visit, and curios, as well as articles of wearing apparel, 
cost less.”

‘Lieut. Col. Thomas W. Symons, C.E., U.S.A., one of

THE ,.EYOLUTION OF A-‘STANDARD. - . 

Before the Civil War the. general form and proportion 
of the Minie bullet, with its cupped or expanding base, 
engaged attention. At the outbreak of the war in 1861 
the caliber of rifle averaged about .70, .69, .68, and 
sometimes as low as .60 of an inch in diameter, the 
average length of bullet being about two and one-half cali- 
bers... During the first year of the war it was of rare oc- 
currence that any two regiments of the same brigade 
were armed with the same kind or caliber rifle and the 
ammunition -supply ‘was in consequence very -embarras- 


sing for the ordnance officers of divisions and brigades. - 


Towards the elose or last year of the war the 58 
Springfield muzzleloader was the arm of service in gen- 
eral use, all foreign and miscellaneous arms being called 
in. Afier the war our Springfield breechloader, caliber 
.50, appeared in crude form and was ultimately improved 
and reduced in caliber to .45,. Considering the. old-time 
relitions of weight-of bullet to area of cross section, some- 
one guessed that. the .45 caliber bullet should be of such 
length as to make it weigh 405 grains. ‘The question of 
rifling and rifle twist, dependent upon radii of gyration, 
and moments of inertia were at that time carefully con- 
sidered and genéral- satisfaction was expressed with the 
then .45 caliber arm and ammunition. . 

Capt. (later Colonel) John E. Greer, of the Ordnance 
Department, maintained that the bullet weight suitable 
for extreme ranges had never been determined and his ex- 
periments at Sandy Hook, N.J,, showed that we were all 
wrong, in having gtiessed at 405 grains for the service 
standard bullet. Five hundred grains gave the best result 
for all ranges, more particularly for the extreme range of 


two miles. The initial velocity of. the 405 grain bullet: - 
could not, however, be maintained for the 500 grain bullet, -. 


as it imposed too much work on the mechanism of the 
gun and gave a shock of recoil on the shoulder of the 
marksman that he could not well endure. The velocity 
was lowered to about 1,300 f.s. and the standard bullet 
became after this 500 grains. The proper sectional den- 
sity from this time on became known to all nations and in 
general terms was. formulated at 3,000 grains per inch 
area of cross section. When .the caliber of small arms 
was forced to a lower figure than .45, the endeavor was 
to so increase its length in calibers as to maintain the sec- 
tional density at the figure established for the .45, and all 
nations agreed upon this by common consent and with 
common knowledge. 

The .30 caliber was in this manner made so much long- 
er proportionally than the .45 as to necessitate a quicker 
twist of rifling in order to render its moment -of inertia 
about the longer axis-greater than about that of any other 
axis. A twist of one turn in ten inches was therefore 
given the Krag Jorgensen .30 caliber as against the one 
turn in twenty-two inches in the .45 caliber. The form 
of the .30 caliber bullet, or more correctly speaking, .308 
caliber bullet, without cannelures, may be exactly. de- 
scribed as.composed of a cylinder .513, frusta of cones 
.02 and .445 lengths, respectively, a frustum of a spindle 
.187 and a segment of a sphere ..1 in-length—the. total 
length of bullet being 1.265 inches. - 

So far sectional density was maintained at the stand- 
ard set for it. At the same time the question opened up 
as to the effect of further reducing the caliber, that is, to 
.22 and maintaining the sectional density at the standard, 
or numerical figure, .8492 (3,000 grains per inch area of 
cross section). The question was answered by ‘a bullet 
weighing 120 grains or .017+ pound with an initial ve- 
locity of 2,600 f.s., since this could be imparted to such 
bullet without.detriment to the mechanism of the gun.. 

What would be the danger zones against infantry with 
the .30 caliber 220 grain bullet with 2,000 f.s. initial ve- 
locity at the several ranges 2,640, 5,280, 7,920 and 9,042 
feet, and what in like manner would be the danger zones. 
of the .22 caliber 120 grain. bullet with: 2,600 f.s. initia 
velocity at the same ranges? ‘s ; 

This assumes the same form of bullet as has been in 
use before the new sharp point bullet appeared and also 
assumes a co-efficient of reduction of 9 for small “ec.” 
The danger zones-for the .380 caliber are expressed in the 


ratio of feet as 172—39—14—9, and_for the .22 caliber ; 


as 275—49—17—11 for the above ranges, but the dis- 
parity in striking energy ruled out the lesser caliber .22, 
these energies expressed: in foot pounds as 397—175—S81 
—59 for the .30 caliber and 284—118—54—39 for. the 
-22 caliber. 

The next question proposed was,’ What would be the 
effect of holding ‘to the .30 caliber, but making the bullet

Two thousand three 
hundred f.s. initial velocity was decided upon and by ~ 


computation it was ascertained that for 2,640 feet range 


there would result a danger zone against -infantry.of 147 -- 


feet and for 5,280 feet range a danger zone of 27 feet, 
while for 7,554 feet. range the danger zone of 9 feet re- 
sulted. But with the 220 grain bullet and 2,000 f.s. ‘in- 


itial velocity there remain the danger-zones against’ in- - 


fantry ranges before stated. That is,. at 2,640 feet. the 


danger zone would he 172 feet for the 220 grain bullet. _ 


against 147 feet for the 160 grain bullet, and 39 feet ‘at 
the mile range against but 27 feet, where the light weight 
competitor steps in with its fifteen per cent. greater initial 
velocity, this loss being entirely due to sacrifice of sec- 
tional density. 

Further than all this, the striking energies at the sev- 


eral ranges are always in favor of ‘the -higher sectional © 


density. projectile, 397—175—S81 for the 220 grain bullet, 


“as against 236—78—31 for, the 160 grain bullet. 


The latest development in the small-arm line using the 


160 or 165 grain bullet of .308 caliber presents this ad-— 


vantage, that while we have gone below. the standard on 
sectional density, the co-efficient of reduction (small ‘‘c’’) 
has been reduced and the initial velocity greatly in- 
creased, so that all the sacrifice there may be in impact 
energies at long ranges is more than compensated by the 
increased danger zones for the praetical fighting ranges. 


Now the foregoing observations are but preliminary to - 


and intended simply to lead up to. the more important 
consideration of what is to be gained, or lost, as some 
would have it, by increasing. the. calibers of .our- seacoast 
guns—gaining thereby -greater -mass of projectile and 
greater sectional density, while at the same time lowering 
the initial velocity to reduce erosion. 

Here let us inquire what makes the difference in range 
between the 12-inch and the 16-inch rifle fired side by side 
with the same initial velocity and the same elevation? 
Nothing but sectional density. At 45 degrees elevation 
one projectile ranges 12 miles and the other 21 miles, 
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and this in itself is sufficient to show that the 16-inch 
projectile could have its initial velocity lowered far below 
the 12-inch projectile to attain the 12-inch extreme range 
and travel on practically the same trajectory. If lower- 
ing the initial velocity saves the gun from erosion, and 
erosion is the dreaded enemy we have to contend against, 
then sectional density mounts up high in the scale of bal- 
listics, and guns of the largest practical caliber are de- 
manded for the work ahead and for a multitude of rea- 
sons, chief among which is the moral effect and the terror 
inspired by the single consideration of the result of an 
explosion, we will say, of a 16-inch projectile charged 
with Dunnite and impacting in the center and upper 
works of battleships. 

_ Ingalls (1893), pp. 29 and 30, makes computations on 
eight hundred pounds and one thousand pounds twelve- 
fnch rifle projectiles, stating: “It appears, then, from 
these last two examples that, if the weight of projectile be 
increased by lengthening or otherwise to 1,000 pounds, the 
muzzle yelocity may be diminished 257 f.s., and yet be 
as effective against armor at 3,500 yards as with a higher 
velocity.” (Sectional density accomplishes this.) 

Again, on page 160, the same authority tells us that “a 
bullet, .32-inch caliber, weighing 252.84 grains, has the 
same capacity for overcoming the resistance of the air 
as .45-inch caliber weighing 500 grains; and the two 
bullets would describe . similar trajectories with same 
muzzle velocities.” (Here sectional densities are the 
same.) 

_ Again, page 172: “By increasing the length of a 
cored shot of the modern type from three caliber to three 
and one-half calibers its striking velocity for any given 
range may be reduced about ten per cent. and without 
diminishing either the striking or tke penetrating en- 
ergy.” 

Again, page 163: “By increasing the length ef the shot 
one-half caliber the muzzle velocity may be reduced 337 
f.s. and still have the same striking energy for the given 
range.” 

_ Capt. Alston Hamilton, C.A.C., kindly informs me that 


he finds the difference in initial velocity of the 12-inch | 


and 14-inch projectile for identical elevation and 6,000 
yard range is about thirty foot seconds or about one 
and one-half per cent.—less for the 14-inch than for the 
12-inch. The gain in terminal velocity is three per cent. 
and this carries with it a gain in terminal energy of the 
wéeightier projectile of seventy per cent. over its competi- 
tor, the 12-inch, with increase of penetration up to twen- 
ty-three per cent. 

’* The difference in danger space is inconsiderable, being 
not over three per cent. for the weightier projectile, as 
compared with the lesser one. 

The proposed initial velocity for the 14-inck guns now 
in course of construction is 2,150 f.s. as against 2,250 for 
the 12-inch—these velocities being based on the presump- 
tive increase of life through comparative reduction of 
erosive action. 

When erosion effects are overcome, if that may be, the 
initial velocities of both guns may be carried to a higher 
figure. 

: SUMMARY. 

Capt. (late Colonel). J. R. Greer’s standard sectional 
density for the small arms of the world (as determined 
for the .45227 caliber rifle), is 3,000 grains per inch drea 
of cross section. ; 

.Fhis standard was followed in the reduced calibers 
by Hebler, Lebel, U.S. magazine Rifle (Krag), and at first 
in the navy caliber .235-inch as well as in the army ex- 
perimental caliber .22157-inch the standard sectional 
density being preserved by making the bullet in the ex- 
tremely small calibers, what may be said to be inordi- 
nately long, a condition, incident to the diminished radii 
of gyration, necessitating sharp rifle twist and developing 
pressures per square inch in excess of the capabilities of 
resistance of the mechanism of the small arm. 

An all-steel bullet with copper band and of the same 
form. and volume as the Service 220-grain bullet came 
within the purview of my experiments, its weight drop- 
ping from 220 to 160 graifs owing “to the lesser specific 
gravity of the steel compared with that of the compound 
Service bullet. An increase of 300 feet, i.v., was given 
this bullet to compensate its lesser sectional density, but 
not so great an increase as has at present been given the 
new sharp-pointed U.S. Service bullet of nearabout the 
same weight. This late pointed. bullet sets the standard 
for sectional density, of the small-arm bullet of the fu- 
ture. 

¥rom this small arm standard the sectional density for 
artillery projectiles increases in rapid ratio with increase 


of caliber, so that for a given‘or fixed initial velocity the 
range must increase along with that increase of sectional 
density until it attains a maximum in the present sixteen- 
inch gun: that is, 83,000 grains per inch area of cross 
section, twenty-eight times greater’ than for the small 
arm, as established by Captain Greer, while in the four- 
teen-inch twenty-four times greater, and in the twelve- 
inch twenty times greater. Biuf 
“A steel rod .30-inch {in diameter and having a 
length equal to the length of a sixteen-inch cylinder, the 
weight of which is 2,400 pounds, will, if fired as a pro- 
jectile and maintained “end on” (which, of course, is 
impracticable), attain the same range as the sixteen-inch 
projectile itself for like conditions, and all of this is 
simply due to the fact: that the .30 caliber projectile will 
have been brought up, through abnormal increased length, 
to’ the mean length of the sixteen-inch projectile, and 
therefore to the same sectional density. 

This discussion, then, brings us to the point of advo- 
cacy of the employment of the largest possible prac- 
ticable calibers for ‘our’ seacoast defense, not only for 
reasons here cited, but for the growing importance at- 
taching to the shell charge, which is now a high explo- 
sive, and to the greater carrying capacity or interior vol- 
ume of the larger projectiles over the smaller ones. 

As has been shown, we can lower the present standard 
initial velocity for the twelve-inch projectile one and one- 
third per cent., and have for the fourteen-inch pro- 
jectile, using the reduced velocity, the same trajectory as 
the 12-inch for the 6,000 yard range, but with greatly 
increased impact energy. 

The artilleryman inquires, But why lower the 14-inch 
velocity four and one-half per cent., as is proposed? ‘The 
answer is, erosion, and erosion alone, suggests the lower 
standard. Since several experts of the Coast Artillery 
believe we may before long return to 2,500 f.s. for the 
12-inch (their optimistic theories obtaining), what, it 
may be asked, will hinder the 14-inch projectile velocity 
being brought up to some correspondingly higher figure? 

It is interesting to note that while eighteen degrees and 
fifty-six minutes elevation for the sixteen-inch gun, with 
2.400 f.s. initial velocity, gives a range of twelve 
miles, it will be found by application of Ingalls’ tables 
that the elevation for the twelve-inch employing the same 
(2,400 f£.s.) initial velocity will approximate 45 degrees 
for the same range. As this problem involves double in- 
terpolation and numerous approximations, I am unable to 


determine the.exact elevation in this latter case. As 
there are many in this country, as well as abroad, who 
are familiar with exterior ballistics and who do not 
believe that the computed range of twenty or twenty-one 
miles for the 16-inch gun will ever be realized, what an 
interesting experiment it would be to fire that gun at an 
angle of 45 degrees by some extemporized methods, and 
how much light it would throw upon the subject of co- 
Cfficients of reduction and sectional densities. We may 
in such case prove, as before (in the instance of the Ju- 
bilee gun), that Ingalls is right, and that we have an ex- 
pert who leads the world in the science of rea 
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SURGEON GENERAL RIXEY REPLIES. 


Following is the text of the letter of Surgeon General 
Rixey, of the Navy, in reply to the memorandum of Rear 
Admiral Brownson, published last week : 


January 22, 1908. 

Sir: Admiral Brownson’s written representations in regard 
to the hospital ship have just been brought to my attention, 
and as they are of such a character as to lead to serious mis- 
understanding of the matter without further explanation, the 
Bureau begs to submit the following statement in answer 
thereto, and respectfully requests that the same be trans- 
mitted to Congress in connection with the other papers called 
for by the. resolution: 

First. I have never asked that medical officers be entrusted 
with the navigation of hospital ships. On the contrary, I 
have asked that under the Bureau of Navigation a sailing 
master and crew be selected and held responsible for the 
navigation and care of the ship. All orders to and from the 
sailing master should pass through the senior surgeon, who 
will be in cémmand. I asked for the medical officers of the 
Navy exactly the same status as was and is given to the 
medical officers of the Army on hospital ships. The ship 
now in question, the Relief, as a hospital ship was commanded 
by medical officers of the Army. There can be no question 
but that the medical officer of the Navy is as well qualified 
for this work as is the medical officer of the Army. 

Second. The neutrality of the hospital ship demands that 
line officers and a fighting crew should not be put aboard her 
except when on the sick list, when they are a part of the 
medical corps until discharged from the sick list and from 
the hospitals or hospital ship. 

Third. I agree with Admiral Brownson that the pilotage, 
navigation and handling of the hospital ship should be as well 
done as is that of any other ship, but I contend, and the 
facts show, that all of this has and can be done as efficiently 
by a merchant master and sailors as by a line officer and a 
fighting crew. For example, see Admiral Brownson’s state- 
ment in regard to auxiliaries and the history of the transports 
run by the Army at present and in past wars.* Admiral 
Brownson, citing the difficulties encountered in the Navy with 
different types of crews, states: ‘‘As a result of experience 
with the various systems, all in force at the same time and 
under similar conditions, officers who have had experience 
with the naval auxiliaries agree that the most efficient or- 
ganization is obtained when these vessels are commanded by 
a full naval crew, and itis only the fact that at present there 
is such a shortage of officers and men that naval auxiliaries 
are not so commanded.’’ In reply to this I wish to call your 
attention to the fact that line officers and naval crews would 
jeopardize or destroy neutrality in time of war, and moreover, 
every fighting man of the Navy will be needed for our fighting 
ships in war. And still further, I wish to submit that a naval 
crew who would wish to be on a hospital ship when there was 
fighting to be done, would, to say the least, be most unsatis- 
factory as naval men of the fighting branch. 

Fourth. Admiral Brownson refers to orders issued and 
difficulties encountered in the Navy with civilian crews and 
masters, and specially cites the cases of the Iris and Nansen. 
The Army transport service is noted for its efficiency,.and it 
is navigated by a civilian crew and master without a bureau 
of navigation to select and equip. How much better ours should 
be under such supervision. In the case of the Iris, she was 
not saved by a line officer who was on board, and he was not 
punished, but the master dismissed, as he should have been. 
In the case of the Nansen, cited by Admiral Brownson, the 
second officer on board, who was drunk and disorderly, if she 
had ‘been a hospital ship would have been treated as an insane 
patient, and he would have been locked up promptly until he 
could have been dealt, with under regulations governing such 
cases. 

Fifth. In regard to command in our shore hospitals and 
hospital ships, there can be no question as to the medical 
officers having all the authority necessary to enforce their com- 
mands. Such authority is exercised every day in all of our 
hospitals on shore over line officers and enlisted men so long 
as they are on the sick list and in the hospital; also over 
civilian employees and all that come into the hospitals; in 
other words, we absolutely command in our hospitals ashore. 
This question was settled by order of the Department in 8.0. 
dated Aug. 22, 1904, and it was opposed just as earnestly by 
the Bureau of Navigation as is now our present request in 
regard to command of our hospital ships. This bureau has 
found that this sustaining of the bureau in regard to command 
in the shore hospitals has been most satisfactory, and just 
here I wish to bring out clearly that we are exercising the 
right of command according to law in our own corps, and 
Admiral Brownson’s contention that a line officer on’ the sick 
list in a hospital ship does not belong to that corps'is not 
well taken. If a line: officer sick in our hospital or on a 
hospital ship “is not under the authority of the medical offi- 
éer in command, he would be a most dangerous person to put 
in a hospital or aboard-the hospital ship. He might be out of 
his head or insane; and. as long as he is on the sick list, it 
is absolutely necessary that he should be under the control of 
the medical officer, and there has been no question of this in 
the past, in my thirty-odd years in the Navy. A patient going 
aboard the hospital ship remains on the sick list until he is 
discharged from that ship, and during this time he is abso- 
lutély under the control of the medical officer in charge. 

Sixth. The Navy Regulations would. be the same on- the 
hospital ships as in any-of our hospitals ashore, and in any 
other portion of the Nayy, and punishment for the infraction 
of discipline would be just the same and according to regula- 
tions. 





There is no question of the control of the paymasters 
now serving under medical officers in our hospitals, nor of the 
enlisted force. Why should Admiral Brownson fear for the 
control of them on a hospital ship? In conclusion, Admiral 
Brownson refers to the+Solace, the only hospital ship men- 
ticned by him, and the-only one that he can find that was ever 
commanded by a line officer, whereas I have cited a number 
of them in our own and in foreign services which have been 
commanded by medical officers. The Solace, as I have already 
cited, destroyed her claims to neutrality on several occasions, 
and even laid claim to prize money for having taken part in 
cffensive operations. The importance of this contention of 
Admiral Brownson does not stop with the hospital ship. In 
order to have an efficient. personnel selected to watch over and 
ever ready to man the guns of our Navy and handle our fighting 
ships, with the assurance that when our men are cut down 
they will be cared for, it is necessary that the medical officers 
must have authority in their own corps, and further, that 
medical officers’ authority must be recognized in all matters 
of sanitation. There is no question of it ashore, and has not 
becn since 1904, although the line fought just as hard to 
prevent ‘the use of the word ‘‘command’’ in our hospitals 
ashore as it is fighting now to prevent the use of the word 
“*eommand'’ in our hospital ships at the present time. In 
conclusion, I have to submit that the hospital ship would be 
run according to regulations as laid down a year ago by the 
Secretary of the Navy, and this should be done in time of 
peace and tried to the satisfaction of the Department and the 
country so that in time of war the medical officers may know 
where they stand in the care of the thousands that may be en- 
trusted to their care.

The answer of those who 
believe in mediumship to such statements as those of 
Mr. Abbott is that, though there is fraudulent medium- 
ship, there is genuine mediumship, of which the. fraud is 
an imitation. - 

In a handsome little volume entitled “Gen. J. E. B. Stu- 
art’? the Neale Publishing Company have issued the su- 
perb address delivered at the unveiling of the equestrian 
statue of General Stuart in Richmond, Va., May 30, 1907, 
by Stuart’s aide in the Civil War, Judge Theodore S. Gar- 
nett. Other publications from the Neale Company include 
the following: “Princess Pocahontas,” a simple story 
of the Indian maiden, by Mittie Owen McDavid: “Pau- 
sanias, Dramatic Poem,’ by Prof. Charles William.

The Blacks, London, publish “The Royal Navy,” 
painted by Norman L. Wilkinson, described by H. Lau- 
rence Swinburne, with some notes on the costume of the 
sailors of the past by Comdr. Charles N. Robinson, R.N.., 
illustrated by J. Jelleoe. It is an unusually handsome 
volume, containing sixty-one colored illustrations of ships, 
sea fights, coaling at sea, seaman’s dress, etc., from the 
time of Alfred the Great to those of the British Dread- 
nought and the Japanese Asaki. No ships of our Navy 
are found worthy of illustration or mention, except the 
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Chesapeake, “whose fight with the Shannon is briefly 
described in a mere allusion to the War of 1812, when 
Nelson is reported as saying, after seeing an American 
squadron in European waters in 1801 or 1802: “There is 
in the handling of these transatlantic ships a nucleus 
of trouble for the navy of Great Britain.” ‘To this the 
author of this work adds: “This judgment was not with- 
out foundation, for, though the United States had no 
fleet, they had well-handled fleets, partly .manned by 
British deserters.” What enormous comfort English 
authors appear to get out of this yarn about “British 
deserters,” and their unworthy and slanderous descrip- 
tions of Paul Jones as a “pirate.” But this volume is 
a very interesting and valuable one all the same, and it 
is well worth the price of six dollars put upon it by 
the American publishers, Macmillan and Company. 

Admirers of F. Phillips Oppenheim’s stirring tales of 
international intrigue and adventure have a new treat 
awaiting them in his latest work, “The Great Secret” 
(Little, Brown and Co., Boston. Price $1.50). In this 
story, pronounced by some critics the author’s best, an 
American girl, possessing hotb beauty and brains, fur- 
nishes the author with a most captivating heroine. The 
hook is replete with incident, al] the characters are strong- 
ly drawn and humanly interesting, and the culmination 
of the plot is a tremendous international coup, dramatic 
to a degree rarely reached by even so successful a story 
writer as Mr. Oppenheim. 

In a timely volume entitled “Some Neglected Aspects 
of War,” Rear Admiral Alfred T. Mahan, U.S.N., has 
assembled a group of noteworthy articles to demonstrate 
the necessity and righteous part played in modern civili- 
zation by war and the impossibility, under present condi- 
tions, of replacing it with other agencies. Admiral Ma- 
han’s papers in this volume are supplemented with the 
reprint of two magazine articles, one, “The Power that 
Makes for War.” by ex-President Pritchett, of the Mas- 
sachusetts “Tech”: the other, by Julian S. Corbett, on 
“The Capture of Private Property at Sea.” Published by 
Little, Brown and Co., Boston. Price, $1.50. 

Capt. Paul Bb. Malone, 27th U.S. Inf., is one of those 
fcrtunate authors of whom it is true that the more they 
write the better they write. This fact is emphasized by 
his latest work, “A West Point Yearling,” the third of 
his “West Point Stories For Boys” (Penn Publishing 
Company. Philadeiphia. Price, $1.25). This story is 
full of West Point atmosphere and action from beginning 
to end. Its description of cadet life is ahmost photo- 
graphic in its accuracy. 

Recent publications by Charles Scribner’s Sons include 
an admirable translation by Prof. James A. Cragie, Pro- 
fessor of Semitic Languages in the University of Michi- 
gan. of I'rof. Hugo Winckler’s great “History of Baby- 
lonia and Assyria.” To the growing body of English- 
speaking students and educators who realize the almost 
unique importance of Assyriology in its relation to our 
knowledge of the history of civilization, art and religion, 
this work will be specially welcome. Price, $1.50. 

In an attractively illustrated volume entitled “Cham- 
pions of the Fleet.” Mr. Edward Fraser has written a 
stirring outline of the history of a large number of the 
famous ships of the British navy and of the valiant war- 
riors who fought them. (John Lane, New York.) 

A book of special interest in view of the tremendous po- 
litical and military development now under way in the 
Orient is “The Pulse of Asia,” by Ellsworth Huntington 
(Houghton, Mifilin and Co., New York. Price, $3.50). 
This work is a thoroughly readable record of a year spent 
in daring scientific exploration of the deserts of Chinese 
Turkestan, the unknown heart of Asia ‘and the home of 
the Chantos, probably the nearest of all races to the 
primitive Aryan stock. 

Longmans, Green and Co., New York publish an anony- 
mous biography of Marshal Turenne, which critical read- 
ers will recognize as one of the best of all works on the 
career of that remarkable soldier and leader of men. 
The sixty-three years of Turenne’s career cover one of the 
most important periods in the history of France, including 
the reign of Louis XIII. and the dazzling career of his 
great master, Richelieu, together with the first half of 
the reign of Louis XIV. Born five years before Shakes- 
peare’s death, Turenne died in battle in 1675. His ro- 
mantic career is vividly portrayed in the present volume.

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EFFECT OF MOUNTED SERVICE ORDER. 


To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 
Colonel Scott has made the recommendation that 
cadets be classed upon graduation as being “qualified” 
or “unqualified” for mounted service. Perhaps if this 
had been done last June, instead of now, there would 
have been fewer resignations from the class of 1907. 
Is it not peculiar that nobody has thought of this fact 
before? There were men in that class who worked hard 
for and suececded in obtaining class rank enough to en- 
title them to the choice of a mounted branch. And they 
were qualified for mounted service, too. But what hap- 
pened? Men whom they ranked some thirty or forty 
files and who could ride very little, if any better, and 
who had no more skill in caring for horses, were placed 
in the mounted service instead! Furthermore, nobody 
ever even hinted that such a method was to be used: 
when a man was not “starred” as being unqualified for 
the mounted service, there was nothing to indicate that 
he was to be barred out of a branch to which he was 
entitled, and he naturally thought he would be assigned 
to a branch for which he was “qualified.” But not so. 
A board convenes and recommends men for the mounted 
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branches, without regard to anything apparently except 
the amount of polo he played. How about the men who 
could not play on account of other work they were doing 
at such time as was at their disposal. or those who 
were prevented on account of being confined to barracks? 
And yet we see articles by certain officers who wonder 
why men resign. Let us hope that Colonel Scott’s 
recommendation may be approved, for if it is not there 
may be still more resignations, for men do not work four 
long years at the Point only to see their efforts wasted, 
and particularly after they have been informed officially 
that they were “qualified.” Certainly a man is making 
a mistake if he goes to the Point under the impression 
that he obtains thereby any great advantage in his choice 
of his life’s work. GRADUATE. 
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WHAT’S THE MATTER WITH THE ARMY? 


To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

These things are needed by the Army: 

1. It needs more pay. The rate of pay fixed way back 
in the 70’s is entirely insufficient for the present day high 
cost of living. The Dick-Capron Pay Bill is a conserva- 
tive measure, and as it is now before Congress, there is 
every reason to believe that this fault is in a fair way 
to be remedied. 

2. It needs double the Infantry. With thirty regi- 
ments, the Infantry is doing the work of sixty. To secure 
the necessary rest from tropical service it must have four 
years at home to two years in the tropics. Now some 
regiments fail to get two years at home, and these two 
years are spent jumping about from post to post in order 
that all posts may be kept garrisoned and that public 
property may be cared for. So much money for trans- 
portation is iJ] spent. At present the equivalent of twenty 
regiments are on duty in the Philippines, Alaska, Cuba, 
Hawaii, Porto Rico, and on the Isthmus. These duties 
must increase; they cannot decrease. They are essential- 
ly Infantry duties, and can be better and more econom- 
ically performed by that branch of the Service than by 
any other. Twenty from thirty leaves ten regiments for 
home duty. Where will be our first line of defense? 
Where the necessary support for our costly coast de- 
fenses? Where the Infantry to assist the National Guard 
of the country in its instruction and training so necessary 
if we are to depend upon a volunteer Army as it has here- 
tefore been our policy to do? 

3. We must double the Field Artillery. Experience 
teaches that the next great war in which we may become 
involved must be fought by the Infantry and the Field 
These are the two great arms of offense and of 
defense in every Army. With them, you have an army; 
without them, defeat. The Field Artillery is practically 
now in its infancy; it. requires time for training, its 
equipment is costly, and the national safety and ecenomy 
both demand that it be increased materially in numbers. 
We now have scarcely enough Field Artillery for one 
Army Corps, whereas military experts recognize that the 
Regular mobile army should comprise at least two corps. 

4. The Medical Department has long been short of 
officers. At the present time the Army employs 191 con- 
tract surgeons and thirty contract dentisis. The status of 
“contract” surgeon is one distasteful alike to the Service 
and to the individual, and one not conducive to the best 
efficiency. There is always lacking that identification 
with and interest in the Service that pertains to the com- 
mission—to really “belonging.” Besides, the pay rate is 
small, and a doctor with a fairly lucrative practice in 
civil life can seldom afford to take a contract in the 
Army. ‘There is no provision for his retirement, no mat- 
ter how long he may have served his country. Again, 
contract surgeons often no sooner acquire a knowledge of 
military surgery, camp hygiene, etc., than they refuse ta 
renew their contracts and all the knowledge and experi- 
ence gained by them is lost. ; 

5. Another need of the Army is a Service Corps. This 
should include artisans, clerks, teamsters, gardeners, etc., 
and be large enough to insure the required. number of each 
at every post. At present the soldiers who perform this 
extra labor receive extra pay for so doing, so the expense 
entailed by the establishment of this corps would be com- 
paratively smal]. At the same time, the entire command 
at all posts would be available for drills, maneuvers, and 
for all instruction. Many old soldiers who have through 
long service proved their trustworthiness would be glad 
to avail themselves of a chance to enlist in this corps and 
to settle down and care for their families. Besides, this 
corps could save the retired list from the burden of many 
a soldier who would otherwise apply for retirement for 
disability, length of service, etc. 

6. Another vital need, and one that is now before Con- 
gress (Senate 2671), is that of extra officers. Hundreds 
of officers are required for various detached duties, all of 
which are of the utmost importance and which must 
therefore be performed. At the same time, the detail of 
officers to such duties reduces the commissioned force with 
the regiments, and the extra work falls on officers fre- 
quently already heavily burdened. We hope that Congress 
already recognizes this great need. 

7. The detail system must be modified. The change 
made was altogether too radical. In the Quartermaster’s 
Department, the Subsistence Department, the Pay De- 
partment, the Ordnance Department, and in the Signal 
Corps, the details should continue in the lowest grades 
only. In the field grades the appointments should be per- 
manent. No officer can turn his hand to everything on 
the calendar of trades, professions, and business without 
the fact becoming at once apparent that thoroughness is 
lacking in much that he does. This is an age of special- 
izing, and the entire field is too wide for any man to mas- 
ter. The work of the staff departments named requires 
that an officer be in continuous touch for the best effi- 
ciency. Remedial legislation has already been had for one 
department. Your editorial of Dec. 7 suggested a wise 
provision to mend this fault. 

If the above changes could’ be accomplished this ses- 
sion—and why not, let me ask?—there would result the 
utmost efficiency, pride and contentment everywhere 
throughout the Service. Line and staff, enlisted and com- 
missioned, would unite in one heartfelt prayer of thanks- 
giving to the people who demanded the changes, command- 
ing their enactment inte law. 

There is nothing about the foregoing that reflects upon 
anyone in the Service, from the Commander-in-Chief 
down. There is nothing that refiects upon any one in- 
dividual, provided action be taken promptly to adjust 
matters to suit the needs. The real matter with the Army 
is simply the lack heretofore of proper and sufficient at- 
tention from the people. The belief has been general that 





the Army required nothing: but just as a plant must have 
light and air to sustain life, so must the Army have its 
vital needs supplied. 

The food and clothing furnished the Army are both 
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good. It has good quarters, generally. The courses of 
instruction are excellent, though they might well be sim- 
plified. The system of promotion by seniority has been 
proven the only safe system—the only system that insures 
a uniformly wise administration, untainted by ring poli- 
tics and rank favoritism. Men are weak; the bonds of 
friendship are strong. We all see greater capacity in our 
friends than in those we know less intimately, or who 
may be in opposition, however honest. ) 

Effect the above changes, and then leave the Army 
alone for a time. Let there be a cessation of this constant 
change in small details—this experimenting ‘with untried 
and unheard of new patent, self-mixing, double-barreled, 
stem-winding, eight-cylindered, automatic systems of do- 
ing this and doing that. Let the line and staff work out 
these smal] needs, then call upon the Army for anything 
wanted and you will find that in the future, as in the 
past, the Army will rise to all occasions and “deliver the 

‘oods,”’ 

There are doubtless many minor changes that might 
with great advantage be effected. For one, all captains 
of Infantry should be mounted, thus increasing their effi- 
ciency through their greatly increased powers of mobility, 
observation, and by the absence of that fatigue which com- 
pels a lowering of energy. Further, this would in part 
remove the existing differences between the mounted and 
foot services due to the existing differences in pay, grade 
for grade. Personally, we think that the slight differenee 
in pay between subalterns would decide but few in their 
choice of a service when entering the Army. If a man 
has a love for horses it is born in him—not made. And 
if he doesn’t love them he generally actually hates them, 
so far as personal use goes, and this dislike would doubt- 
less overcome his desire for the slight difference in pay 
during the period of his apprenticeship. 

There is an absolute lack of encouragement to officers 
in the field of invention. The government holds that what 
is invented by the officer belongs to the government. There 
is litthe inducement in that. Experiments cost money, 
and few prove successful. Unless -there exists that chance 
for monetary reward that pertains to his brother in civil 
life an officer can seldom afford to devote his spare time, 
effort, and money to such work, valuable as the results ob- 
tained might be to the Army and to the nation. The or- 
dinary laws governing patents should apply to all classes 
alike. Of course, advantage must not be taken by an offi- 
cer; for instance, an officer of ordnance supervising shops 
must not- be permitted to subvert the use of men, ma- 
terials, and machinery to his own private gain. But 
where’an officer in spare time and without cost to the gov- 
ernment, neglecting no duties, invents valuable improve- 
ments, he should receive the benefits granted others under 
the patent laws of the country. 

There is need that officers generally bestir themselves 
in a campaign of education as a public duty. With the 
truth patent, and open as a book to all, improvement must 
rapidly follow. We want a competent, well-trained Army, 
contented at heart, and hearts swelling with pride at 
memory of its history, achievements, and traditions; and 
with such the nation would surely be pleased. But with 
a half-loaf we can accomplish little. Beware, ye people, 
the lesson taught the English by the Boers. Beware, lest 
an American Kipling shal] taunt you; : 
“Given to strong delusion, wholly believing a lie, 

Ye saw that the land lay fenceless, and ye let the months 
go by, 

Waiting some easy wonder; hoping some saving sign—: 

Idle—openly idle—in the lee of the forespent .Line. 

Idle-—except for your boasting-——and what is your boast- 
ing worth, : 

If ye grudge a year of service to the lordliest life on 

earth? . 

No doubt but ye are the people—absolute, strong, and 
wise ;

An officer of the retired list who lately attended an 
official function writes: ‘And there was that ridiculous 
expenditure for uniform! Every time I see that under-— 
taker’s hat, I am threatened with vertigo! That night I 
tried it on_in various ways. The difficulty was in per- 
suading it to remain on my head.

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. | 


Searchlight detachments have been established in the 
Austro-Hungarian army, according to a writer in the 
France Militaire. According to the arm of the service 
to which they are assigned, these detachments will le 
provided with stationary or mobile matériel. The search- 
lights employed will have a range of 1,000 to 3,000 me- 
ters or even of 5.000 meters toward the sea. Every army 
corps will be provided with a searchlight detachment, 
which will constitute an independent unit. Only in case 
of necessity may the searchlights be used for optical te- 
legraphy. All fortified places and some of the Alpine 
frontier forts have already been given fixed apparatys. 
and an attempt is now being made at the organization of 
mountain searchlights to be carried on the backs of mules. 

Sweden has ordered a submarine in Italy of 180 tons 
displacement. It is to be completed by the end of next 
summer. 

In the course of recent siege exercises at Chatham, Eng- 
Jand, by British troops, 1t was shown that with the use 
of searchlights a balloon can be brought, unseen, to within 
200 to 500 yards of the enemy's works, provided search- 
lights are kept on the enemy. It, however, seemed doubt- 
ful whether a balloon would serve any useful purpose so 
close to a position, as an ascent could only be made if 
the ground close to the defense works was in the hands of 
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the attack, and in that case the attacking force would 
probably be in possession of all the information which a 
balloon ceuld obtain. On the other hand, without search- 
lights, a balloon at night, at ranges beyond 1,000 yards, 
would be useful to the attack in locating camps and ships 
in harbor. Lines of fire could be laid out and observa- 
tions of fire made. 

According to the Engineer, of London, orders for five 
ocean-going torpedoboat destroyers for the British navy 
have been divided among Hawthorn, Leslie and Co., 
Palmers, of Jarrow; Dennys, of Dumbarton, White and 
Thornycroft. ‘The vessels will be fitted for oil burning, 
and with turbine machinery and will practically be dupli- 
cates of the five “Tribal’’ boats recently built. 

The Russian armored cruiser Admiral Makaroff, built 
by the Forges et Chantiers de la Mediterranée at La 
Seyne, Toulon, recently made 22.55 knots on her full 
power trials—that is 1.55 knots over the contract speed. 
She is a sister to the famous Bayan, and differs from her 
only in having a solitary mast, placed between the fun- 
nels. A single mast is the regulation for all Russian ar- 
mored cruisers now. Both the Rossia and the Gromoboi, 
which used to have three, are now reduaed to a solitary 
mast. 
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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The President has accepted the resignation of Major 
John S. Sewell, Corps of Engineers, to take effect on the 
first of February. Major Sewell is from Tennessee and 
was a star graduate at the United States Military Acade- 
my in the class of 1891. During the Spanish war he 
served as major, and then as lieutenant colonel in the ist 
U.S. Volunteer Engineers. He recently obtained his pro- 
motion as major of engineers, and now resigns his com- 
mission in the Army to enter upon more lucrative em- 
ployment in the marble industries in Alabama. He has 
had charge of the construction of numerous public build- 
ings, among them the new War College at Washington. 

Even to outsiders the elimination from the active list 
of the Army of officers who fail to stand the test in 
horsemanship is a matter of passing interest. The 
Havana Post, for example, referring to the retirement 
of Chaplain Charles C. Pierce, C.E., U.S.A., noted in 
these columns Jan. 18, remarks: “Chaplain Pierce 
could preach all right, but he could not gallop around on 
a steed and he must give way to a more strenuous minis- 
ter. It looks like a horseless chaplain might get along 
in the Army so long as peace prevails. Bishop Potter 
certainly holds his job without jumping hurdles or gal- 
loping ten miles without stopping.” 

The maneuver camps for the coming summer have been 
practically chosen. They are to be at Pine Plains, New 
York: American Lake, Washington; Leon Springs, near 
Fort Sam Houston, Tex., at a point near Fort D. A. Rus- 
sell; at Chickamauga, Fort Benjamin Harrison, Fort Ri- 
ley, and at Naciemento Ranche, California. The latter 
point has been selected for the convenience of the Cali- 
fornia troops, the distance and cost of taking the troops 
of the state to American Lake being regarded as too great. 
Pine Plains has been taken instead of Mt. Gretna, as be- 
ing a naturally excellent site and one that is central to 
the whole Department of the East. It is situated in 
Dutchess County, about four miles from the Connecticut 
line and convenient to the Hudson River railroad. 

The Chamber of Commerce of Jamestown, N.Y., held a 
recent meeting at which one of the speakers was Col. 
William F. Endress, who is an engineer and has a son 
who is a lieutenant in the Army. Colonel Endress 
brought up the Dick bill, to increase the pay of both offii- 
cers and enlisted men of the Army. He said that it had 
received the endorsement of many Chambers of Com- 
merce. The Jamestown Chamber also endorsed it after a 
short discussion. 

The Quartermaster’s Department has awarded a con- 
tract for 6,000 lockers or trunks for enlisted men to a 
firm in Pittsburg. These lockers are to be made of in- 
durated fiber, or three-ply basswood veneer, covered with 
fiber. The fiber lockers secure a decided saving over the 
weight of the old locker. 

The Siegel-Cooper Company of New York have begged 
out of a contract with the Quartermaster’s Department 
of the Army for 4,000 arctic overshoes, on the ground that 
they misunderstood the specifications and bid too low. 

The 4.7-inch siege howitzer is now at Sandy Hook 
awaiting its final trial, after a preliminary trial at Rock 
Island. 

The long and exacting trials of range finders at Fort 
Monroe and Fort Wadsworth have resulted in the selec- 
tion of the range and position finder, invented by Major 
I. N. Lewis, C.A., in charge of the electrical department 
of the Artillery School at Fort Monroe. The War De- 
partment has already ordered 120 of the Lewis range 
and position finders, model of 1908, and this order will 
ultimately be increased to 480, the number required. 
Arrangements are being perfected to manufacture the 
Lewis finder in this country and abroad. 
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The Ames Prize Essay on “How May Public Opinion 
Concerning the Army and Navy Be So Educated as to 
Secure to the Soldier and Sailor in Uniform the Consider- 
ation Ordinarily Accorded to the Civilian?’ appears in 
the January-February number of the Journal of the Mili- 
tary Service Institution, and it is but simple justice to 
say that its author, Capt. Eli A. Helmick, 10th U.S. Inf., 
has embodied in it an admirable presentation of the con- 
dition and needs of the enlisted men of our military Ser- 
vices. Captain Helmick ventures the suggestion that the 
importance of the good will and opinion of the people to 
the Services has not been fully appreciated. “In fact.” 
he remarks, “we may as well confess that we have, in the 
past, considered that public opinion on military matters 
is of very little importance. A more mistaken course it 
would te difficult to pursue, for in following it we lose 
sight of the fact that we are living in a democracy where 
every official, however humble or exalted his position, is a 
servant of the people, whose good-will and opinion are 
necessary to the success of his undertaking.” Captain 
Helmick discusses at length the various measures which 
he considers necessary to bring about a better understand- 
ing and more harmonious relations between the people 
and the Services, and his conclusions are summarized as 
follows: “The government should offer a rate of pay 
which will attract a better clags of men; it should deal 
frankly and honestly with those who apply to enter the 
Services, fulfilling faithfully its part of the contract and 
requiring the soldier to do the same; it should require 
nothing of the men which injures their self-esteem or 
tends to lower them in the estimation of the public; it 
should not withhold from them in their own garrisons 
those privileges commonly enjoyed by men in civil life, 





and thereby encourage them to seek places where dissipa- 
tion and debauchery are common; it should prevent the 
uniform from being worn by unauthorized persons and 
from being put to improper uses; it should provide com- 
fortable and respectable quarters for the married men; 
it should provide as varied a diet for the men as is habit- 
ually used on the tables of like classes in civil life; it 
should make it an object for young men of education and 
ambition to enter the Services and remain there by hold- 
_ing out to them the opportunity to enter the Federal Civil 
Service after they have served honestly and faithfully for 
ten or more years. Then, having done what it can to 
place the enlisted men on a plane of equality with those 
from whom they are selected, it should punish with se- 
verity any conduct which dishonors their uniform or iow- 
ers them in the estimation of the people.” 








Another step toward preparing for possible trouble in 
the Pacific was taken on Jan. 28 when consideration of 
better defenses for the Hawaiian Islands was begun by 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs. It is probable 
that the committee’s bill will authorize the construction 
of a naval station at Pearl Harbor, and that a big dry 
dock will be built there eventually. The project has 
been under consideration for some time by the Navy De- 
partment, The advantages of such a course, both of- 
fensive and defensive, were pointed out to the com- 
mittee by representative men from the iskinds, who 
urged the establishment of a naval base at Pearl Har- 
bor and also the building of a flotilla of submarine tor- 
pedo boats to defend American interests there. Prince 
Jonah WKalanianaole, the delegate of Hawaii in Con- 
gress, presented maps and charts showing the strategic 
position of the islands. He quoted from Admiral Mahan 
to show that the fortifications and the maintenance of a 
naval base there were indispensable to our mastery over 
the Pacific. The estimated cost of the Pearl Harbor 
station is $2,000,000, and to begin the work an expendi- 
ture of $500,000 is asked for this year. The committee 
is likely to give favorable consideration to the matter. 
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Impatient at the delay of the Navy Department in 
responding to the Senate resolution calling for a list of 
officers employed on shore duty Jan. 1, 1908, the Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs has prepared a list of such 
officers made up from information on its own files. This 
shows that there are on the active list as line officers one 
admiral and 22 rear admirals. Fourteen of these rear 
admirals, or 683 per cent., are on shore and 14 per cent. 
on duty in Washington. The list contains 83 captains, 
of which 59, or 71 per cent., are ashore, and 14, or 17 
per cent., on duty in Washington. There are 126 com- 
manders, and of this number 90, or 71 per cent., are 
ashore, and 32, or 25 per cent., on duty in Washington. Of 
the 209 lieutenant commanders 103, or 49 per cent., are 
ashore, and 26, representing 12 per cent., on duty in 
Washington. Of heutenants 102, or 31 per cent. of the 
total of 325, are ashore, and 23, or 7 per cent., on duty at 
Washington. Only 5 ensigns are on duty in Washington, 
but 26, or 12 per cent., of the 207, are ashore. The total 
shows that of 983 line officers 395, which is 40 per cent., 
are ashore, and 104, or 10 per cent., on duty in Wash- 
ington. 
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The Naval Bulletin calls attention to the following 
errors in taking finger prints: Using too much ink. Only 
a very small quantity of ink should be put on the plate 
and that should be thorcughly rolled and evenly distrib- 
uted. Not rolling finger far enough for delta or deltas to 
show. Pressing finger too hard against paper, thus 
causing a blurred impression. Inking too many fingers 
without using the rubber roller to distribute ink evenly 
on plate. Not having both plate and fingers clean and 
free from dust before inking. Not making sure that im- 
pressions of fingers are taken in their proper sequence 
and the right and left thumbs in the spaces reserved for 
them. It should be borne in mind that those men who 
desire to conceal their identity usually manage to furnish 
bad finger-print records. The medical officer is respon- 
sible for the correctness of the prints, and the duty of 
taking them should not be lightly delegated to a sub- 
ordinate. If the first print should prove unsatisfactory 
it should be taken again and again, if necessary. 
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The joint Army and Navy board, consisting of Ad- 
mirals Dewey, Merrell and Capps, Captain Barnett, U. 
S.N., Generals Bell, Duvall and Murray, U.S.A., was in 
session Wednesday, Thursday and Friday of this week 
on the Subig Bay problem. The board met two months 
ago and reached no decision. In the meantime Secretary 
Taft has returned from the Philippines and has sub- 
mitted a letter of recommendations to the board. Ad- 
miral Dewey, president, is avowedly in favor of Subig 
Bay. Neither side favors a compromise and it is hard 
to tell where the discussion will end. This was Admiral 
Merrell’s first meeting, he having taken his seat to fill 
the vacaney created by the detachment of Admiral 
Brownson for duty on the board, following his resigna- 
tion as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation.

The board of control of the United States Naval In- 
stitute has declared Liéut. William S. Pye winner of the 
annual award of a gold medal and a cash prize of $200 
for the best original essay on a naval topic. “‘A Few 
Hints to the Study of Naval Tactics” was the subject of 
Lieutenant Pye’s essay. First honorable mention was 
voted to Pay Inspr. John A. Mudd for his essay on the 
subject, “The Money for the Navy,” and second honor- 
able mention went to Lieut. Comdr. Yates Stirling, jr., 
for his paper on “The Nation’s Defense.” Both of these 
awards carry with them a cash prize of $75 and life 
membership in the institute. The essays are submitted to 
competition annually, and are reviewed by the board of 
control, composed of officers on duty at the Naval Acad- 
emy, which is the headquarters of the institute. 
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Brig. Gen. Alexander Mackenzie, Chief of Engineers, 
U.S.A., has received the special report called for by the 
River and Harbor Act of March 2, 1907, requiring a pre- 
liminary examination of future work necessary in the 
harbor of refuge at Point Judith, R.I. This report makes 
an estimate of cost and furnishes an outline of the work 
which will be necessary. Some complaint has been made 
that the board of engineer officers appointed to make this 
examination have been needlessly tardy in their work, but 
it turns gut that the real trouble is with the owners of 





certain land which must be acquired by the War Depart- 
ment for use in the construction of the protecting break- 
water. It is now reported that the owners of the tract 
are firm in their refusal to come to the terms of the gov- 
ernment, and are holding the property at what is regard- 
ed by the engineer officers as an exorbitant price. 
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A resolution has been introduced in the Virginia House 
of Delegates urging the members of Congress from Vir- 
ginia to press the measure now pending before Congress 
which provides for the establishment of a fortress in the 
Middle Grounds, midway between Capes Charles and 
Henry, at an expense of $10,000,000. Half of this amount 
is needed for the establishment of the base of the fortress 
and the remainder for fortifications and equipment. It 
has been determined by a specially appointed national de- 
fense board that this fort is necessary. At present, it is 
said, a hostile. fleet could enter Hampton Roads and pro- 
ceed to Washington without coming within ramge of the 
guns at Fort Monroe. It will serve further as a protec- 


— the proposed inland waterway along the Atlantic 
coast. 
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The Senate Committee on Commerce made a favor- 
able report Jan. 30 on the Gallinger postal subvention 
bill, and Mr. Gallinger will call the measure up in the 
Senate at the first favorable opportunity. After stating 
that the bill is in exact harmony with the recommenda- 
tion of the President, and quoting the passage from the 
President’s last message which deals with the subject, 
Mr. Meyer says in part: ‘This bill is, in my judgment, 
calculated to put the United States on even terms with 
its competitors in its ocean mail service to South 
America and across the Pacific Ocean. It is a simple 
amendment of existing law, increasing a rate of com- 
pensation long since proved inadequate to the one class 
of steamships best adapted for carrying the United 
States mails to the countries indicated.” 
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Trouble over the Relief has broken out again in a new 
place by the revocation of the order assigning Asst. 
Paymr. F. P. Williams to duty on the hospitaiship. It 
seems that the officer was selected for the duty in question 
at a time when the intention was to place the ship in 
charge of a line officer, with a pay officer under his com- 
mand, and the orders were issued at that time. The Pay 
Department objected to having Assistant Paymaster Wil- 
liams or any pay officer put under the command of a staff 
officer, such as a surgeon, and-the Navy Regulations were 
appealed to to sustain their objection. Admiral Brown- 
son approved this view of the matter. There has been no 
explanation forthcoming why the order to Assistant Pay- 
master Williams has been revoked. 
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The movement of troops en route to the Philippines, 
and the inquiries with reference to railroad transporta- 
tion growing out of the preparation for the coming 
summer maneuvers seem to be responsible for the news- 
paper report from Omaha to the effect that a large part 
of the Army is to be mobilized on the Pacific coast 
about the time that Admiral Evans’s fleet is due. What 
they should be mobilized there for does not appear, ex- 
cept it be to greet the hilarious bluejackets stretching 
their legs on shore after a long sea voyage. They might 
mobilize all of the soldiers west of the Rockies without 
crowding anybody. 
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It is stated in the Naval Bulletin that the new first aid 
packet issued to the Navy and Marine Corps is not satis- 
factory. The complaint is that the method of attaching 
the packet is impracticable; that the metal case soon be- 
comes mutilated in one way or another, sometimes affect- 
ing the sterility of the contents; and that when the finish 
is worn off (as it soon is} the shiny metallic surface 
furnishes an excellent’ mark for an enemy. The Army 
has just taken steps to correct these defects. Recom- 
mendations, it is said, may be made by the Medical De- 
partment of the Navy toward similar seemingly urgent 
changes, but any variation in the position of wearing the 
packet on the uniform is not advised. 
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Brig. Gen. W. W. Wotherspoon and Lieut. Col. R. K. 
Evans, of the General Staff, representing the Army; 
Capt. G. H. Peters, representing the Navy, and Col. C. 
H. Lauchheimer and Major BE. K. Cole, representing the 
Marine Corps, have been appointed a joint board, with a 
view to securing perfect co-operation and absolute har- 
mony between the forces of the Regular Army and the 
Marine Corps when engaged in joint operation. The 
board will prepare regulations to that end. Under the 
present system the Army and marine services operate un- 
der separate regulations, which are difficult of reconcilia- 
tion when they operate as a single body. 
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Col. W. C. Gorgas, U.S.A., Chief Sanitary Officer in 
the Panama Canal Zone, calls attention in his sanitary 
report for January to the fact that the death rate in the 
Canal Zone (American territory) was for December 
21.67 per thousand, and in the Panama territory located 
in the same zone (the towns of Panama and Colon), 36 
per thousand. There were no cases of yellow fever, 
smallpox or plague anywhere on the Isthmus during the 
month. It has now been two years since yellow fever 
disappeared from the Isthmus. 5;

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 

Rear Admiral Harrison G. O. Colby, U.S.N., who 
was retired on account of age from Jan. 28, 1908, is a 
native of Massachusetts, and entered the U.S. Naval 
Academy in December, 1862. While on a leave from 
the Academy in 1865, he was ordered to the U.S.S. 
Dakota as a ward room officer, and had charge of the 
9-inch guns. This vessel cruised for Confederate pri- 
vateers who were burning vessels near the New England 
coast. He made several practice cruises as a midship- 
man during the war in vessels which were prepared to 
engage Confederate vessels. He was graduated from the 
Naval Academy in 1867, and was then ordered to the 
flagship Piscataqua, of the Asiatic Squadron, in January, 
1868, and went to China. In 1870 he was ordered to the 
celebrated schooner yacht America as executive officer 
when she took part in the international races with the 
British yacht Cambria. He was also in command of the 
America for a short time. Among other assignments to 
duty he was at the navy yard, Boston, in 1871, and also 
on the Worcester during the same year. He subsequent- 
ly served on the Congress of the North Atlantic Squad- 
ron, Shenandoah of the European Squadron, and the 
Wabash of the European Squadron. While on duty on 
the latter ship during 1874-5, he was in charge of one 
of the parties on a surveying trip to Panama. He was 
next ordered to the Tennessee on the Asiatic Squadron, 
and went to China. He was a naval attaché of the U.S. 
Centennial Commission in Philadelphia; he was on the 
Trenton as flag lieutenant to Rear Admiral LeRoy, and 
was in command of the coast survey vessel Eagre; was 
executive officer of the trainingship Saratoga until 1885, 
and was next on duty as inspector of the second light- 
house district. After serving on the Yorktown he was 
ordered to Washington in 1891 to organize the naval 
militia of the United States. He was in command of the 
coast survey steamer Blake, and in April, 1896, was 
appointed hydrographic inspector of the coast survey. In 
the spring of 1898 he was in command of the second 
division of coast defense, which comprised the coast of 
Massachusetts, and was also engaged in inspecting and 
selecting vessels suitable for purchase by the government. 
In May, 1898, he was placed in command of the U.S.S. 
Hannibal, of the North Atlantic Squadron, cruising south 
of Cuba and Porto Rico. In April, 1899, he was in 
command of the Marblehead and took her to the Pacific 
coast. He next took cemmand of the Concord in the 
Philippines, and cruised in her, co-operating with the 
Army on the coast of Samar and Mindanao, and patrolled 
various islands in the Philippines. In June, 1901, he 
was ordered to duty at the War College, and his last 
assignment was in charge of the naval recruiting rendez- 
vous at Boston. 

Rear Admiral Robert M. Berry, U.S.N., who was re- 
tired for age on Jan. 28, 1908, was born in Kentucky, 
and was graduated from the U.S. Naval Academy in 
1866. His first assignment after graduation was on the 
Guerriere, flagship of the South Atlantic Station. Among 
other duties he served on the Kansas, which was at- 
tached to the same station in 1869; on the Cyane, of the 
Pacific Fleet, from 1869 to 1872; on the monitor Dicta- 
tor, of the North Atlantic Station, in 1873, and the 
Franklin, of the European Fleet, from 1874 to 1876. 
After being on torpedo duty during the summer of 1877, 
he was assigned to the trainingship Saratoga, and from 
1881 to 1882 he was in command of the Rodgers on 
special service. He was next in command of the nautical 
schoolship St. Mary’s during 1882 te 1886; was on the 
Atlanta, of the North Atlantic Station, from 1886 to 
1888, and was light house inspector to March, 1892. His 
next duty was in command of the U.S.S. Michigan on 


the Lakes, from March, 1892, to December, 1894; was . 


on duty at the navy yard, New York, from July, 1895, to 
December, 1896, and was in command of the Castine 
from December, 1896, to February, 1899. He was on 
duty at the Naval Home during the latter year, and was 
assigned to the command of the Dixie in 1901. He was 
later in command of the navy yard at Charlestown, 
Mass., and his last assignment to duty was as com- 
mandant of the navy yard at Norfolk, Va. 

Comdr. John R. Edwards, U.S.N., who was promoted 
captain from Jan. 3, 1908, was appointed to the U.S. 
Naval Academy from Pennsylvania. He was a_ cadet 
engineer in October, 1871, assistant engineer in Febru- 
ary, 1875, and passed assistant engineer in September, 
1881. He was promoted chief engineer in November, 
1895. lieutenant commander in March, 1899, and com- 
mander Sept. 23, 1903. He served on the Worcester, of 
the North Atlantic Station; Pensacola, Pacific Station; 
the experimental bourd at New York, on the Despatch 
on special service, on the Palos and the Petrel, of the 
Asiatic Station, and was in the Bureau of Steam Engi- 
neering from 1895 to 1898. He was next on duty on the 
Texas to 1900, and then on duty in the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering at the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H. 

Brig. Gen. Medorem Crawford, Coast Art. Corps, U.S. 
A., was retired from active service on account of age Jan, 
27, 1908. A correspondent, writing to us, in speaking of 
his retirement, says: “He and his wife have been popu- 
lar favorites at every post where stationed. His career 
has been honorable and trustworthy, and he has held 
many positions of responsibility requiring great judgment 
and experience. Such officers are a credit to the nation. 
All his friends rejoice at this very deserved recognition of 
his ability, and they are unanimous in the thought that 
everyone wishes him well, and that he has not an enemy 
in the world.” A notice of General Crawford also ap- 
peared in our issue of Jan. 11, 1908, page 

Rear Admiral Leavitt C. Logan, U.S.N., who was re- 
tired for age on Jan. 30, 1908, was born in Ohio, and 
was graduated from the U.S. Naval Academy in 1867.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

“Tt will be a shock to many of the Army who knew 
her,”’ writes a correspondent, “to learn of the death of 
Mary <Aloisia McAndrew, the only child of Capt. and 
Mrs. James W. McAndrew, at Fort Lawton, Washing- 
ton, on the morning of Jan. 19, 1908, at the hour when 
the clear notes of the bugle sounded the first call for 
reveille. She was in her fifteenth year, just budding 
into womanhood: in character both a woman and a child. 
A woman in intelligence, remarkably developed for her 
age, more than a daughter, the close companion of her 
father and mother, and yet a child in her feelings, and in 
her innocent enjoyment of the childish games of her 
younger associates. A wonderful pianist and musician 
for her age. Yet a child remarkable for her sweet, sym- 
pathetic disposition. She was distinctly an Army girl, 
attentive to the ceremonies attending the respect to the 
fiag and the colors, taking pride in the regiment and in 
her father’s company. Her loss is felt deeply by the gar- 
rison, and by all who knew her, a sweet, Christian girl, 
gathered in before she blossomed. She left a sweet mem- 
ory behind her, and will ever be remembered as a lovely 
character, the pride of her father and mother and of the 
regiment.” The earthly remains of Miss McAndrew were 
laid to rest in the post cemetery at Fort Lawton, Wash., 
on Jan. 21.

promoted through the several grades, reaching the grade 
of colonel and surgeon Jan. 2, 1891, and was retired Dec. 
4, 1892, by operation of law, having reached the age of 
sixty-four years. He was advanced to the grade of briga- 
dier general on the retired list April 23, 1904, on account 
of Civil War service. General Heger was breveted lieu- 
tenant colonel March 13, 1865, for faithful and meritori- 
ous services during the war. 


Major William B. Reynolds, U.S.A., retired, after an 
illness of but little more than a week with what developed 
into pneumonia, died at his home, No. 920 South Tryon 
street, Charlotte, N.C., Jan. 25, 1908, in his fifty-first 
year. Major Reynolds, who was the son of the late 
Col. C. A. Reynolds, of the U.S. Army, was born in Fort 
Steitacoo, Wash., Sept. 21, 1857. He graduated from 
the U.S.M.A., class of 1879, as a second lieutenant, and 
was assigned to the 14th Infantry, and his first station 
was at Fort Hall, Idaho, where he was in charge of 
Indian subsistence. In 1881 his regiment was moved 
to White River, Colo., where he was married on Oct. 
17, 1882, to Miss Alice Patterson, sister of Capt. G. T. T. 
Patterson, of the 14th Infantry. From 1879 to 1891 
Major Reynolds served in the far frontier with his regi- 
iment. He was graduated from the Infantry and Cavalry 
School at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., in the spring of 
1891. He was at Fort Slocum, N.Y., on detail of recruit- 
ing till 1895. From 1895 to 1898 he was instructor 
in infantry tactics and law at the Cavalry and Infantry 
School at Fort Leavenworth, Kas. The latter year 
he sailed for the Philippines as quartermaster of his 
regiment and served continuously in the field and the 
campaign of Luzon till July, 1900, when his regiment 
sailed for China. He served with the allied armies in 
China during the Boxer rebellion and won honorable 
mention in orders for meritorious service and gallantry 
in action. He returned to the Island of Luzon and was 
retired April 16, 1901, when major of 14th Infantry, for 
disability contracted in line of duty. Major Reynolds 
went to Cuba for his health shortly after his retirement 
and was appointed commissioner of the Spanish treaty 
claim commission, and had been in charge of one of the 
most important recruiting stations in the United States 
since November, 1905. “Major Reynolds,” writes a cor- 
respondent, “comes from one of the oldest Army families 
in the United States, his ancestors having fought under 
Washington. Major Reynolds’s service has been char- 
acterized by conscieritious attention to duty, by zealous 
co-operation with superiors and kindness and justness to 
his inferiors. With him passes a type of American sol- 
diery that has made the American Army.” Mrs. Rey- 
nolds survives her husband. 

_Col. Henry Lippincott, Med. Dept., U.S.A., retired, 
died at his home, 235 Jefferson avenue, Brooklyn, N.Y., 
Jan. 24, 1908, after a long illness. He was born in 
Nova Scotia, Sept. 22, 1839, and served in the Civil War 
as an assistant surgeon of the 6th California Volunteers 
from May until October, 1865. He was appointed an 
assistant surgeon in the Regular Army Feb. 28, 1866. 
During his service he served under General Custer and 
participated in many skirmishes, as well as in the battle 
of Sand Hills and the fight at the Washita. Indian Ter- 
ritory, in November, 1868, and performed meritorious 
service during the cholera epidemic in the camp of the 
7th U.S. Cavalry in July and August, 1867. He. was 
the first chief surgeon of the Department of the Pacific 
and the 8th Army Corps, and served as such with General 
Merritt at Manila and with General Otis at the outbreak 
of the insurgents in 1899. At the time of his retire- 
ment from active service, Sept. 22, 1908, he was chief 
surgeon of the Department of the East. Colonel Lippin- 
cott was a thirty-third degree Mason. He leaves a widow 
and two sons, Dr. W. M. Lippincott, of Brooklyn, N.Y., 
and Lieut. Aubrey Lippincott, 14th U.S. Cav. 

Brevet Brig. Gen. Charles H. Howard, U.S.V., a 
brother of Major Gen. O. O. Howard, U.S.A., died in 
his home, in Glencoe, Ill., of pneumonia on Jan. 27 in the 
seventieth year of his age. He enlisted in the 3d Infan- 
try Volunteers of Maine in 1861. Subsequently he be- 
ceme a second lieutenant in the 61st N.Y. Volunteer 
Infantry, major and A.D.C. of Volunteers, lieutenant 
colonel and inspector general of Volunteers, colonel of 
the 128th U.S. Colored Infantry, and held the brevets of 
lieutenant colonel, colonel and brigadier general of Volun- 
teers for faithful and meritorious service.

Rear Admiral Goodrich, U.S.N., spoke at the Men’‘s 
League of St. Peter’s Episcopal Church, Brooklyn, N.Y., 
Jan. 27. The Admiral’s talk consisted of a description 
of a sailor’s life aboard ship. He said that within the 
past thirty years there had been a greater development in 
naval matters than there had been in three hundred years 
before that time. With that development, he also said, 
there is a better class of men coming into the Service. “I 
eannot conceive of a more democratic institution than 
the U.S. Navy,’’ said the Admiral. “The men from the 
ranks come from every walk in life, and each man stands 
a chance of some day flying an admiral’s flag if he is of 
exceptional genius and is diligent and well-behaved. The 
men in the Navy are the finest product of America’s man- 
hood. They are taught cleanliness and obedience, and no 
vicious person is ever allowed to remain in the Service. 
They are well treated, and I venture to say that there 
is none any better fed than a sailor in the Navy.” 


Col. Clarence Deems, Coast Art., U.S.A., appeared 
before a retiring board at Governors Island, N.Y., Jan. 
27, and returned to his post at Fort Howard, Md., on Jan. 
28. ‘The appearance of the Colonel in the great city of 
the Empire State gave opportunity to scribes on the 
dailies to get in some stories about the Colonel and his 
educated dog.

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THE RBUTERDAHL ARTICLE. 

That there will be an investigation of the circum- 
stances attending the publication of the magazine article 
attributed to Henry Reuterdahl, the marine artist and 
member of the Naval Institute of the United States, in 
which certain defects in the construction of American 
warships were pointed out and the bureau system of the 
Navy was attacked, was the practical conclusion reached 
by members of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs 
on Jan. 28. The matter came up informally, but the 
sentiment developed in the committee was favorable to 
holding the investigation and of summoning Rear Ad- 
miral Converse. president of the Naval Board on Con- 
struction, and Rear Admiral Capps, Chief of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair. No definite action will be 
taken in the matter, however, until the receipt of data 
from the Navy Department. 

In an article on the Reuterdahl attack on the Navy 
the Scientific American says: “In the first place, then, 
let it be clearly understood that the present controversy 
is as old as the Navy itself, and that many of the criti- 
cisms bow made public have been urged over and over 
again; carefully debated; and action taken upon them 
in the secret, and very properly secret, deliberations of 
the Navy Department. It is the bold publication of the 
whele matter in an article whose inspiration seems to 
bear strong internal evidence of being semi-official, that 
has brought the subject so prominently and suddenly to 
the wide attention of the public. The naval constructor 
would be more than human if, in the midst of these ever- 
changing standards and ideals, he should always succeed 
in building a ship that embodies only those elements which 
are bound to remain permanent in the years to come. At 
his best he is but human. He is no seer or prophet. At 
times he is bound to make mistakes; a fact which, as the 
official records show, he is perfectly willing to admit.” 
The Scientific American then undertakes to show that it 
is the line officers who are chiefly responsible for the mis- 
takes; and also Congress, the faults of the two battle- 
ships, Idaho and Mississippi, being directly chargeable to 
the mischievous custom of Congress, by which it specifies 
the limits of displacement of the ships which it authorizes. 
It further says: ‘There is some good reason to believe 
that, taking all things into consideration, the South Caro- 
lina type is the best all-big-gun ship yet in hand. There 
is one feature in which our ships are superior, and often 
greatly superior, ton for ton, to the ships of ether navies, 
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We refer to the exceptionally heavy armament which they 
carry. Although Congress as persisted in the most un- 
reasonable practice of stating what the displacement of 
the ships shall be, the Department has succeeded in equal- 
ing the foreign ships in speed, protection, and coal supply, 
and at the same time has greatly outmatched them in the 
weight of the armament.” These are the conclusions 
resulting from a consideration of the Reuterdahl charges 
seriatim, showing that, generally speaking, they are 
either gross exaggerations or have no basis whatever of 
fact. This accords generally with the conclusions we had 
previously arrived at. As to freeboard. those of our ships 
are higher than those of the British ships of the same 
date, as the Scientific American shows by diagrams. Why 
does not some one answer our question as to what naval 
battle was ever fought in weather that would not permit 
the use of the guns of our battleships? As our contem- 
porary says: “The battle of Tshushima was fought by 
Japanese ships of the same freeboard as our own, and in 
weather that was described in Admiral Togo’s report as 
‘rough.’ But we have yet to hear that the Japanese 
broadside guns were ‘useless in a seaway’; and our broad- 
side guns are as high, if not higher, than theirs.” This 
controversy will result in good, as it will bring the facts 
to light and make it apparent that, taking our vessels as 
a whole, they do not suffer by comparison with those of 
any other navy, the question of value being determined 
by reference to some common standard, and in the case of 
draft, freeboard, height of guns, etc., to some common 
water line. As the Scientific American says: “The 
broad underlying fallacy which vitiates not merely Mr. 
Reuterdahl’s article, but the whole of the campaign of 
criticism of the past few months, is that this essential 
principle has been largely ignored.” 
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FLAG OF THE CHESAPEAKE. 


The flag of the American frigate Chesapeake, captured 
in her fight with the British frigate Shannon in 1813, 
was sold Jan. 3 at auction at Debenham’s, London, for 
£850 ($4,250). It was knocked down after spirited bid- 
ding, commencing with $100, to a West End dealer 
named Patridge, who is said to represent J. P. Morgan 
or Mr. Vanderbilt; as to this, accounts differ. The con- 
test was between an Englishman and the representative 
of the American. When the Englishman at last slowly 
bid £800 a voice was heard, ‘‘God save the King!” to 
which another replied, “God save the Flag!” and Par- 
tridge bid £850. For a time the auctioneer gazed at the 
English ruuner up, who at last said sharply, “No,” and 
with a final, lingering flourish of his hammer the auc- 
tioneer let it fall, amid cheers. Patridge subsequently 
bought the bugle that sounded the light cavalry charge 
at Balaklava for $1,500—also on behalf of Mr. Vander- 
bilt. The Sun says: ‘The flag, which is thoroughly 
well authenticated, measures four feet by four feet six 
inches. Eight-tenths of the surface is taken up by fif- 
teen stars on a blue ground. It is evidently home made, 
and the traces of hand sewing are plain. In the upper 
right hand corner is a distinct stain of blood, and just 
below this is a triangle of holes made by three bullets of 
different caliber. It hung in tattered and faded folds, 
threadbare and pierced by bullet holes. Its appearance 
was greeted with a hearty cheer. Apparently a part of 
the flag is missing, for though it displays the fifteen 
stars, only one white and one red stripe remain.” 
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PENNSYLVANIA AND ACADEMY ATHLETICS. 

In the latest number of Old Penn, the alumni maga- 
zine at the University of Pennsylvania, is a communica- 
tion from a member of the university athletic associa- 
tien which indicates that the Pennsylvania man has hopes 
that the Army yet may be represented by a crew at 
Poughkeepsie in the intercollegiate regatta. Although it 
has been said by many that the chances of this were 
small, it is indicated that if time could be found for the 
sport the persons in charge at the Military Academy 
would be willing to have the crew made up to compete. 
The letter says that so great was the interest in having 
the Army take up this branch of sport that several gen- 
tlemen offered to aid the authorities at West Point in 
fitting out a crew their first year. The Army declined 
the offer on account of the difficulty of training a crew 
so late in the year. This declination, however, did not 
prevent the Army athletic authorities from going into 
the matter later, and at the races at Poughkeepsie last 
June they were wrought to a high degree of interest over 
the fact that their rival was rowing in tlie regatta with- 
out their being able to cross oars with him in a friendly 
contest. So interested did they become that Col. Hugh 
L. Scott, Superintendent of the Academy, while enter- 
taining members of the Pennsylvania party who took the 
Poughkeepsie trip, expressed quite an interest in rowing 
as a sport for the cadets. Colonel Scott also went into 
the details of launching such a sport at West Point with 
some of the Pennsylvania rowing men, and expressed 
himself as satisfied that it could be carried on in the 
Army school. As to the Secretary of War giving his 
consent, there seems little doubt of it after the precedent 
established by the Secretary of the Navy, this writer be- 
believes. He adds that the stewards of the Intercollegiate 
Rowing Association—Mr. Forbes, of the University of 
Pennsylvania ; Mr. Bangs, of Columbia, and Judge Irvine, 
of Cornell—should leave no stone unturned to obtain 
the entry of the Army into a regatta which has assumed 
such importance among American college athletic events. 

The number for February of Old Penn. announces that 
hereafter seats at the games on Franklin Field will be 
limited to its normal seating capacity of 20,000. It says: 
“For the 1906 game and the 1907 game, Pennsylvania, by 
arrangement with the two Academies, and to spare no ef- 
fort in attempting to please them, temporarily destroyed 
the beauty of the western end of Franklin Field by erect- 
ing a large wooden stand there, adding to the seating ca- 
pacity, but lessening in a great measure the beauty of the 
scene on the day of the game, and quite destroying it on 
all other days—when the stand was empty. The con- 
struction of this stand was accompanied also by increased 
fire risk to the Gymnasium (which it darkens in a very 
objectionable way), and by serious damage, discomfort 
and interference in any athletic sports that are conducted 
in the grounds, the running track being entirely shut off 
from use for over four weeks continuously, and being in 
poor condition for some time thereafter. The objection 
to such a mutilation of the grounds has become so strong 
that Pennsylvania authorities have refused to permit any 
agreement to be entered into which necessitates the con- 
struction of such a stand, preferring, whenever possible, 
to limit the size of the audiences at games of all sorts to 
about. the normal seating capacity of. the field. This de- 
cision may gecasionally involve pecuniary loss to Penn-

sylvania, and might—under circumstances of great ur- 
gency—be temporarily set aside, but the feeling in favor 
of it is so strong that it is unlikely to be departed from. 
Certainly no arrangement involving the building of a 
stand against the Gymnasium and over the track would 
now be approved by either the Athletic Association or 
the Board of Trustees, the two bodies in control of Frank- 
lin Field. All Pennsylvanians hope, however, that some 
way may be found by which the game may be preserved 
for Philadelphia and the University of Pennsylvania, and 
that the change to New York or to some other place where 
grounds may be rented—which alternative has been sug- 
gested in some newspaper articles recently—may be 
averted.’

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

Assistant Comptroller L. P. Mitchell has decided that 
the naval hospital at New Fort Lyon, Colo., is a naval 
station within the meaning of that word, and that Pay- 
master’s Clerk J. J. Cunningham may be carried on the 
rolls as pay officer of the institution at $1,300 a year. 
‘He also authorizes ambulance tolls as proper expendi- 
tures in the cases of Navy pharmacists. Lieut. Comdr. 
F. L. Chapin, U.S. Navy, appealed June 23, 1905, from 
the action of the Auditor for the Navy Department in 
disallowing his claim for the additional pay allowed ar 


aide on the staff of a rear admiral of the Navy, from 
Feb. 15 to 26, 1902, and from April 27, 1902, to May 30, 
1904, while he was serving under orders as flag lieutenant 
on the staff of Rear Admiral R. D. Evans, U.S. Navy. 
The Auditor disallowed the claim for the reason that 
Lieutenant Chapin, having been detailed as a flag lieu- 
tenant, and not as aide, is not entitled to the additional 
pay claimed. Action on the appeal was suspended to 
await a decision of the case of the U.S. vs. William G. 
Miller, then pending in the Supreme Court, in which 
the question of the right of flag lieutenants of the Navy 
to the pay provided by law for aides to general officers 
of the Army was involved. That case was decided on 
the 6th instant, as heretofore reported, and by letter of 
the 10th instant, the appellant by his attorneys calls at- 
tention to the decision in the Miller case and requests 
that his appeal be taken up for action. The Comptroller 
decides as follows: “It was held by this office in a de- 
cision of June 26, 1905, that an Army aide’s pay ceases 
with the date preceding the date of his promotion. This 
decision was in agreement with an opinion given by the 
J.A.G. of the Army in the case of a lieutenant, aide to 
a brigadier general, promoted to captain. The decision 
of June 26, 1905, applies equally to an aide to a rear 
admiral, and I am of opinion that Mr. Chapin was not 
entitled to aide’s pay on and after Jan. 1, 1904, the day 
he was promoted to be a lieutenant commander. During 
a part of Lieutenant Chapin’s service as aide, Rear 
Admiral Evans was a rear admiral of the nine lower 
numbers, but an aide to a rear admiral of the nine 
lower numbers is entitled to the pay of $200, as all rear 
admirals rank with major generals of the Army (11 
Comp. Dec., 550). I am of opinion that the appellant 
is entitled to aide’s pay as follows: Feb. 15 to 26, in- 
clusive, 1902, twelve days at $200 per annum, $6.66; 
April 27, 1902, to Dee. 31, 1903, inclusive, one year, 
eight months and four days, $335.55; total, $342.21. 
The Auditor's settlement is therefore disaffirmed, and a 
difference found in favor of the appellant of $342.21. A 
certificate will be issued accordingly.”

This order publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M. at Gov- 
ernors Island, N.Y., of which Col. Walter Howe, C.A.C., was

referred to in the preceding paragraph and that the published 
instructions relative thereto are carried into effect. Depart- 
ment commanders, in conjunction with chief quartermasters, 
will also be held responsible for the strict observance of the

The House Military Committee this week again cleaned 
up its docket of nominations by making a favorable re- 
port in the case of Lieut. Col. John R. Williams to be 
colonel, Major W. C. Rafferty to be lieutenant colonel, 
Capt. Henry D. Todd to be major, Capt. Thomas W. 
Winslow to be major, 1st Lieut. R. C. Marshall to be 
captain, and ist Lieut. John O. Steger to be captain—ail 
of the Coast Artillery Corps. The nomination of 2d 
Lieut. Peier J. Hennessey, 5th Cav., to be first lieutenant 
was also favorably reported. The nomination of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Wotherspoon to be brigadier general has not 
yet been acted on by the Senate.

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Although recruiting in the U.S. Army is reported to 
be greatly on the increase on account of so many men 
being out of employment, the fact does not appear to 
have helped Navy recruiting. At New York city an 
average of about 125 applicants for enlistment per week 
are examined, and of these from twenty-two to twenty- 
five per cent. are accepted. This is about the usual 
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EXCELLENT PROSPECT FOR PAY BILL. 


The Senate Military Committee presented its report on 
the Warren pay bill Jan. 30 in an elaborate assemblage 
of the facts and data bearing on the necessities for an 
increase of pay throughout the Army. The committee 
in making a favorable report on the measure makes clear 
the purpose to provide for the enlisted men of the Army 
ample increase where most needed. The language of the 
report on this phase of the subject is that the President 
shall govern the pay rates within the limits prescribed 
(an average of forty per cent.), so that the rates may be 
readjusted from time to time without legislation, as the 
exigencies of the Service may demand. In comparing the 
pay of officers and men with those of other countries the 
report points out that it is unfair to take it on the mere 
basis of pay, because the cost of living is so different. 
Taking, however, countries on this continent, where the 
cost of living is more similar, it shows that the Canadian 
officers and men are better paid than on this side of the 
border, and in Chile, one of the few other countries main- 
taining a standing army, the private receives $25 a month, 
against $13 in the United States. and the civilian briga- 
dier general is paid $8,400 a year, against $7,500 for the 
American of the same rank, with those of the lower 
grades proportionately differing. Compared with the pay 
of the Navy, where the average for the enlisted men is 
$35, the difference is even greater, for the average in the 
Army is only $17.75 a month. 

Accompanying the report are letters from the Assist- 
ant Secretary, the Chief of Staff, the Paymaster Gen- 
eral of the Army, and the Secretary of the Navy, sup- 
porting the proposed changes. The Paymaster General 
shows that the proposed increase will add but about 
seven per cent. to the cost of the military establishment 
per annum. It is shown that the bill contemplates a 
total increase in Army pay of $8,927,392. The total 
active list of officers at present numbers 4,268, and their 
pay is $9,649,050. Increases ranging from 5 per cent. 
for lieutenant general, to 25 per cent. for junior officers, 
as provided by the bill, will raise this amount to $12,- 
011,902—an increase of $2,362,852. The 991 officers of 
the retired list are drawing $2,941,924 annual pay. The 
increase proposed will amount to $594,373. The 40 per 
cent. increase proposed for enlisted men will mean a total 
of $20,895,583 for both the active and retired lists if the 
President sees fit to take advantage of the provision of 
the bill which puts the regulation of the enlisted men’s 
pay in his hands, with a 40 per cent. increase limit. The 
increase will amount to $5,970,166 for enlisted men. 

The Senate Military Committee made but two changes 
in the pay bill as to percentage of increase. The lieu- 
tenant generals’ was reduced from ten per cent. to five 
per cent., and the major generals’ from fifteen to ten per 
cent. 

The House Military Committee has not yet taken up 
the pay bill, and will not do so until after the completion 
of work on the appropriation bill. The committee before 
the holidays gave one session to the subject of increased 
pay for the Army, and there was a general agreement 
that there was a vital necessity for legislation to remedy 
the deplorable condition of the Service at this time. It 
is understood that within the last few days the Speaker 
of the House has taken up the subject and has expressed 
his conviction that a bill of some sort should be passed. 
There are diverse views in the House on the matter, 
but the indications are strong that a majority coincides 
with the Military Committee in the belief that an in- 
crease should be allowed. It is not improbable that the 
committee will conclude before presenting its report on 
the appropriation bill that the subject properly comes 
within the scope of that measure, and that the Warren 
bill or the original departmental bill will be incorporated 
in the appropriation bill. Should this be done, it might 
be necessary in the Senate to take action by a vote to 
give the Military Committee jurisdiction of that part of 
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the bill dealing with the pay question. However, it 
hardly seems that Senator Hale would carry his purpose 
to oppose the departmental bill to such lengths as to 
undertake to have an Army appropriation bill or any 
part of it referred to the Naval Committee. 

If Congress does not promptly pass the Service pay 
bill, its members will deserve the fate of Filoyd Ireson, 
who “for his ’ard ’art was tarred and feathered and rode 
in a cart by the women of Marblehead.” We cannot 
believe that anyone having influence in the matter, be 
he the Speaker of the House or its newest member, could 
fail to do all in his power to pass the pay bill if he 
realized the actual state of things. The days of Valley 
Forge seem to have returned to the Army, as is shown 
by the statement of a first lieutenant, who writes 
to us saying: “The statement of the Army lieutenant, 
on page 547 of the JoURNAL of Jan. 25, may seem a bit 
stretched, but my personal experience and knowledge of 
actual living expenses in the Army bear out his state- 
ments. He has changed station four times in nine 
months. I have changed station but once in that period, 
from the Philippines to this station. That change was 
made about four months ago. Allow me to say that the 
expenses of that change alone, the cost of repair to 
furniture broken in transit, and the cost of the neces- 
sary new furniture and fittings for my new home has 
been such that, with the higher cost of living expenses 
nowadays, I have not been able to save a cent, and not 
only that, but am lacking many necessities of real com- 
fortable living. I have less than three dollars to my 
name right to-day, and half of that goes weekly to our 
washwoman, but as there is only one more week this 
month, I guess I may pull through until pay day. It is 
disgraceful for an Army officer to say so, but the last 
week in December my wife was obliged to advise her 
washwoman not to come (and gave a suitable reason). 
I have not a sufficient quantity of uniforms, as I have no 
money to buy them, and don’t want to go in debt. It 
has been years since I have had a leave of absence, and 
yet I can’t go on leave. Why? Because the cost of 
travel for myself and wife, simply to get home, is about 
$83, and I can’t apparently save five dollars a month. 
At that rate, when will I be able to go on leave? I 
have had three tours of foreign service since 1900, and 
my health demands an early period of recuperation; but 
how? I understand that one officer has gone on leave 
for the express purpose of obtaining employment in 
order to eke out his Army salary. If so, all honor to 
him, and not to the people opposing the passage of our 
pay bill. I know of another officer who desired to go 
on leave in the winter season, but has been obliged to 
postpone his visit home until the summer time. he not 
being able to save sufficient money to defray his rail- 
road expenses and buy a civilian outfit of clothing for 
the winter season, whereas only a few dollars are neces- 
sary for suitable summer clothing for beaches. This 
officer must dodge any invitations or other pleasures 
while at home requiring the use of evening clothing. I 
believe that if all Army officers were equally honest and 
frank about their financial troubles, Congress would dis- 
cover a pitiable situation, especially as regards a class 
of people supposed to dress and act as gentlemen. I 
wish to state that the officers referred to above don't 
waste money in clubs, can’t afford to entertain, can’t 
afford cigars, but use pipes, and that their salaries are 
expended in legitimate living.”

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THE MEDICAL BILL. 

The adoption by the Senate on Jan. 28 of the bill (S. 
1424), “To Increase the Efficiency of the Medical De- 
partment of the United States Army,” greatly encourages 
the hope that this important measure may become a law 
during the present session of Congress. All that is need- 
ed to insure that result is a simple word of assent from 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives, who, under 
the parliamentary practices of the present day, is vir- 
tually the arbiter of the fate of every measure submitted 
to the body over which he presides. We indulge the hope 
that Speaker Cannon may permit the Army Medical Bill 
toe come to a vote, and if he does the passage of the meas- 
ure is morally certain. It is one of the most urgent of 
all the military bills before Congress, being designed to 
correct conditions which, if continued, would result in a 
serious break-down of the Army medical service in time 
of war. That the importance of the measure is appreci- 
ated in the Senate is shown by the fact that the Senate 
has for the fourth time passed it without serious objec- 
tion We confidently believe that the House is likewise 
favorably disposed toward it, and that if the opportunity 
is given, it will adopt the bill with little or no opposition. 
The real argument for the enactment of this measure is 
not that it will afford needed relief and a degree of in- 
creased consideration for individuals, but that it is neces- 
sary as a safeguard for the lives and health of the great 
mass of volunteer soldiers who, in the nature of things, 
will be required to share in the hardships of our future 
wars. It is due to those men now in civil life who will 
necessarily be called to the colors in time of nationai 
peril that ample preparation shall be made in peace 
whereby they may receive the fullest and most skillful 
medical and surgical attention in field and hospital dur- 
ing the period of active service. The bill under consid- 
eration aims to make that preparation broader and more 
complete, and its adoption will be an act of regard for 
humanity and especially for the patriotic sons of the re- 
public who volunteer for service in our wars to come 
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PEACE AND ITS PROTECTORS. 

There is among our friends of the clergy the spirit of a 
generous altruism which has rarely been more fairly ex- 
pressed than in the following extract from a memorial 
signed by twenty-three ministers of the city of New York 
and presented to the Senate by Mr. Hale on Jan. 29: 
“Believing that America should be the leader among the 
peacemakers of the earth, we cannot but look with regret 
and alarm on the further multiplication of battleships, 
not only because of the disastrous influence which this is 
likely to have upon the temper and fortunes of our own 
people, but because it is well nigh certain to retard that 
reduction in the armaments of nations for which a sorely 
burdened world has long been waiting.” 

The notion of the memorialists alluded to. that the 
United States should take the place of “leader among the 
peacemakers of the earth,” is distinctly alluring. What 
equipment should we require for that benevolent service? 
Ships loaded with missionaries and tracts, phonographs 
to reproduce songs of peace, and pruning hooks fashioned 
from the swords of our disbanded soldiers? Hardly. On 
the contrary, the work of the peace officer is of the most 
dangerous character. He is of no earthly account unless 
he is prepared to fight. He is a representative of law 
and authority, and his mission implies the right to use 
force in the performance of his duty. The policeman’s 
badge is the symbol of his authority, but it is the club in 
his hand and the revolver in his pocket that compel the 
respect of the mob. It is precisely the same with nations. 
The more thoroughly we are prepared for war the less 
likely it is that we shall have war. The world-wide 
knowledge that we have both the means and the determi- 
nation to defend ourselves will secure us against aggres- 
sion, but the world-wide knowledge that we are defense- 
less and irresolute would expose us to the peril of humilia- 
tion and attack from stronger nations. ‘When the strong 
man armed keepeth his house, his goods are in peace.” 

The whole trouble with our friends, the memorialists, 
is that they utterly mistake the real purpose of modern 
armament. They appear to believe that its creation tends 
to provoke war. The truth is exactly the reverse. Take 
France and Germany, in which the development of mili- 
tary strength has been carried to a higher level than in 
any other nation in the world. Has it led to war? On 
the contrary, probably it alone has kept peace between the 
two nations, each having been wisely guided by a frank 
and wholesome respect for the spirit and capabilities of 
the other. 

Newspaper reports of the meeting at which the me- 
morial under review was adopted state that one speaker 
contended that the further enlargement of the Navy would 
increase the danger of war. That gentleman would hard- 
ly contend that an increase in the police force of a great 
city would tend to arouse the spirit of lawlessness and 
crime. Nor—we venture boldly to say—would he insist 
that an increase in the membership of the exalted profes- 
sion to which he belongs would serve to make sin more 
common or sinners more numerous. 


While nobody will question the legal right of the 
Georgia Division of the United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy to place upon the monument of Wirz, the 
keeper of the Andersonville prison, a series of tablets 
bearing inscriptions charging that Wirz was a victim 
of prejudice and a martyr, there will be, we believe, a 
serious doubt in the public mind, both North and South, 
as to the propriety and good taste of such a proceeding. 
There were many incidents in the operations of the Civil 
War which a reunited people would gladly have pass in- 
to oblivion. Andersonville is one of them. There is 
nothing to gain by perpetuating its memories or by 
handing down to posterity the unhappy controversy as 
to the methods and deeds of the man whose name An- 
dersonville instantly suggests. Certainly nothing of the 
glory of honorable war attaches to the career of Wirz. 
No effort of the most fertile imagination can make a hero 
of him. His work, even at the most generous estimate, 
was of the kind that brave soldiers like to forget. There 
are patriotic survivors of the Union and Confederate 
armies who rejoice in the thought that Wirz was not a 
native American, but an alien, not yet imbued with the 
real spirit of Americanism, whose conduct, perhaps, 
should not be measured by American standards. The 
memories of the valor and sacrifice of the opposing 
armies in the great war have become a national heritage, 
and the more carefully they are cherished the more eager 
we should all be to pay the generous tribute of utter 
forgetfulness to those incidents of the conflict which 
cannot be recalled without recrimination and grief. This 
view of the subject, we rejoice in believing, is shared by 
the people of the South, and it finds admirable expres- 
sion in the following editorial utterance of the Rich- 
mond News Leader: “The more we concentrate our 
thought on the heroism, the magnanimity, the valor, the 
glory, the military prowess and the manliness of both 
sides of the Civil War, and the more faithfully we strive 
to bury the horrors, treacheries, cruelties, pillage, out- 
rage and ‘shame, the better it will be for us all.” To 
the above may be added the following from a letter sent 
to the New York Sun from a former Confederate sol- 
dier: “The Wirz monument is a blunder. These are 
not matters for women; they should be left to warriors.” 
You cannot traverse the official record of a man by a 
hysterical inscription on his tombstone, and all that will 
stand as a matter of history is the ‘fact that Wirz was 
tried for an infamous offense, found guilty and hanged. 
It would seem that those jealous of his reputation should 
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have avoided recording this fact in enduring marble. It 
were better to have let it be forgotten, if possible. 
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As an outcome of the labor trouble which led to the 
sending of Regular troops to Goldfield, the state of Ne- 
vada has organized her police power into concrete form, 
thus considerably improving her status as a self-governing 
commonwealth. This has been accomplished through the 
adoption by both branches of the legislature of a bill cre- 
ating a state constabulary patterned after that of the 
state of Pennsylvania, which, if properly organized and 
equipped, should be capable of dealing effectively with 
emergencies like that which recently arose in Goldfield. 
That affair sharply emphasized the folly of the state of 
Nevada in refusing to support a National Guard or con- 
stabulary organization for the maintenance of law and 
order within her own borders. In the absence of such a 
body the Governor of the state considered it the duty of 
the Army to perform ordinary police duty for the protec- 
tion of life and property, and troops were sent to the 
scene of impending disorder. The President, however, so 
clearly pointed out to the Governor that the situation was 
one for the police power of the state to deal with that a 
special session of the legislature was called, and the result 
is that Nevada will shortly have a constabulary force 
which should be able to uphold the law against the turbu- 
lent element. If the Governor of Nevada will pardon a 
suggestion it is this, that in organizing the constabulary 
he follow the course pursued in making up the State Con- 
stabulary of Pennsylvania. In enlisting men for that 
body the preference was given to honorably discharged 
non-commissioned officers and men of the United States 
Army. By so doing a considerable number of former sol- 
diers of fine character and faithful service were taken 
into the organization whose experience, example and in- 
fluence have contributed almost incalculably to its disci- 
pline and efficiency. Though only three years old, it has 
already become one of the most effective police organiza- 
tions in the country, and its trustworthiness and useful- 
ness have been proved time and again in emergencies call- 
ing for the maximum of courage, sound judgment and 
unhesitating devotion to duty. 
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No parallel is known to the peculiar retirement this 
week of Capts. Harrison Gray Otis Colby and Leavitt 
C. Logan, U.S.N., as rear admirals. Captain Colby be- 
came sixty-two years old on Jan. 28, the same day that 
Rear Admiral Berry retired for age. ‘The retirement of 
Admiral Merry advanced Captain Colby to the grade of 
rear admiral. Under existing law an officer cannot be 
promoted and retired on the same day, and it was believed 
for some time that Captain Colby would retire as a cap- 
tain. But it was remembered that, while a cadet at the 
Naval Academy in 1865, he had been ordered to the 
Dakota as a wardroom officer, and had charge of the 
forward nine-inch guns when she was sent out to keep 
the Confederate privateer Florida from coming into Long 
Island Sound and doing damage to New York. This 
was the same Civil War service that, last week, was 
ecunted to retire Col. John C. Muhlenberg as a brigadier 
general, and did like service for Col. Allen Smith on his 
retirement in 1905. Captain Colby was therefore retired 
with the rank of rear admiral. Captain Logan, who 
was promoted by the retirement of Admiral Colby, was at 
the request of President Roosevelt promptly confirmed by 
the Senate, and so had the honor of receiving the salute 
due his rank at sunrise and sunset at the Pensacola Yard, 
where he was commandant, Jan. 29, his only day of serv- 
fice on the active list as a rear admiral. 
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An excellent illustration of the economic value of the 
Army transport service ig afforded by the work performed 
last year by the transport Kilpatrick in accomplishing the 
interchange of stations among Coast Artillery companies 
along the Atlantic coast. Between April 1 and May 13, 
1907, the Kilpatrick embarked and disembarked troops in 
the neighborhood of Portland, Boston, Newport, Balti- 
more, Key West, Tampa, Pensacola, New Orleans, Savan- 
nah, Beaufort, Charleston, Wilmington, Philadelphia and 
New York, and the enlisted men thus carried had better 
quarters, greater comfort and a pleasanter time generally 
than if the transportation had been by rail. The dis- 
tance covered by the Kilpatrick in this work was 6,089 
miles, the individuals transported consisted of twenty-one 
officers, one thousand three hundred and ninety enlisted 
men and eighty-one civilians, whose baggage amounted in 
all to 448,567 pounds. The striking fact concerning the 
whole performance, according to the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral of the Army, is that it cost the government $10,000 
less than it would if railway transportation had been em- 
ployed. Major Charles L. Phillips, Coast Art. Corps, U. 
S.A., who had charge of the distribution of the troops so 
transported, in an official report to the Quartermaster 
General, says of the movement: “I can not recommend 
too highly this method of moving troops, especially where 
there is no question as to time. The men are more com- 
fortable, are better and more easily subsisted, and arrive 
at their station in condition for immediate work. It gives 
them what amounts to a furlough and, in this case at 
least, showed them parts of the country they would never 
have visited except under these conditions. It is, I. be- 
lieve, better in every way than moving by rail.” 
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The armored cruiser North Carolina will undertake 
her third trial trip off the Chesapeake capes Saturday, 
Feb. 1, and the builders were authorized to make certain 
changes in the valve adjustments which they believe will 
insure a successful cutcome. 
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APPOINTMENT OF GENERAL OFFICERS. 


The President has sent to the Senate this week the 
nominations of Col. Charles E. L. B. Davis, of the Corps 
of Engineers, to be a brigadier general vice Gen. Medorem 
Crawford, who retired Jan. 27, and of Col. Ramsay D. 
Fotts, 5th Regiment of Field Artillery, vice Gen. J. M. 
K. Davis, who retired Jan. 31. Colonel Potts is now sta- 
tioned at Atlanta and will be designated to command the 
Department of the Gulf. General Davis will retire for 
age Feb. 16, and will not be given any command, being 
on leave. Col. Daniel H. Brush, 24th Inf., previously 
nominated for brigadier general and now in the Philip- 
pines, will be given command of the Department of the 
Columbia. Col. John B. Kerr will be promoted to fill 
the vacancies occasioned by the promotion of the briga- 
dier general promoted yice Gen. Adolphus W. Greely; 
Col. Charles Morris, Coast Art. Corps, vice Brig. Gen. 
Charles B. Hall; Col. Philip Reade, 23d Inf., vice Brig. 
Gen. Charles Morris. 

It is to be explained that Col. E. L. B. Davis, who 
had asked to be retired and given leave, in compliance 
with this request, was restored to the status quo ante 
by the order promulgated last week by which engineer 
officers engaged on civil duty were to be excepted from 
the riding tests. He will, if his nomination is confirmed 
by the Senate, be a brigadier general on the active list 
until Feb. 16 next, when he will retire, and Col. Daniel 
H. Brush. of the 24th Infantry, will succeed him. Col- 
onel Brush retires May 9, 1912. The promotion of 
Colonel Davis advances Lieut. Col. W. H. Bixby to be 
colonel; Major Edward Burr to be lieutenant colonel; 
Capt. Jay J. Morrow to be major; 1st Lieut. E. N. 
Johnston to be captain, and 2d Lieut. J. J. Bain to be 
first lieutenant. 

In the announcement from the White House as to the 
appointment of the six brigadier generals, it will be ob- 
served that Colonel Kerr is to succeed the unnamed 
brigadier general who becomes a major general in place 
of General Greely. It may be that this unnamed briga- 
dier is to be Brig. Gen. Charles B. Hall, commandant at 
Fort Leavenworth. ‘The friends of that officer think 
this is the case. But Col. Charles Morris is named to 
succeed General Hall, and Colonel Reade to succeed 
Morris. Greely retires March 27. Hall could go up 
then and Morris follow him to retire May 3, and then 
Reade could become brigadier and retire in the following 
October when Kerr could become brigadier. This is the 
only way that the President’s statement or announce- 
ment ean be reconciled with the expectations of General 
Hall’s friends. It is known that the President is friend- 
ly to General Hall, but at the same time he was not dis- 
posed to take up the appointment of a major general at 
the same time that he disposed of the procession of 
brigadiers, and the announcement of the Associated Press 
that General Hall had been selected for appointment as 
Major General was premature, . 

The promotion of Colonel Potts will cause the promo- 
tion of Lieut. Col. E. T. Brown to be colonel; Major 
LD. J. Rumbough to be lieutenant colonel; Capt. W. 
Lassiter to be major; Ist Lieut. C. N. Jones to be cap- 
tain, and 2d Lieut. H. L. Harris, jr., to be first lieu- 
tenant, The promotion of Colonel Brush results in the 
promotion of Lieut. Col. W. Paulding, of the 18th In- 
fantry, to colonel, and of Major W. A. Nichols, of the 
Ist Infantry, to lieutenant colonel. The promotion of 
Colonel Kerr promotes Lieut. Col. G. A. Dodd, of the 
1st Cavalry, to colonel, and Major Jack Pitcher, of the 
7th Cavalry, lieutenant colonel. It is understood that 
Major Pitcher will be retired, in which case Major C. W. 
Taylor, of the 13th Cavalry, will become lieutenant col- 
onel and Capt. S. L’H. Slocum, Ist Cav., and Capt. W. 
W. Forsyth, 6th Cav., will become majors. The promo- 
tion of Colonel Morris results in the promotion of Lieut. 
Col. William B. Homer to be colonel; Major W. P. New- 
comb to be lieutenant colonel; Capt. J. P. Hains to be 
major, and Ist Lieut. T. H. Koch to be captain. The 
promotion of Colonel Reade will bring about the promo- 
tion of Lieut. Col. A. C. Sharpe, of the 30th Infantry, 
to colonel, and Major C. P. Terrett, of the 8th Infantry, 
to lieutenant colonel. Colonel Morris will retire May 3, 
1908: Colonel Reade, Oct. 13, 1908; Colonel Kerr retires 
March 12, 1911. 

It is not improbable that there will be some delay, 
possibly some opposition manifested, when the Senate 
approaches the business of confirming some of these 
nominations. It is clear that some of them trench 
heavily on the spirit, if not the letter of the restriction 
that Congress two years ago placed on the ‘‘knot-hole”’ 
method of promotion and retirement. Senators who then 
proclaimed that they had had a satiety of that sort of 
thing were glad to support the following proviso placed 
in the Army Appropriation bill: “That hereafter no of- 
ficer holding a rank above that of colonel shall be retired 
except for disability or on account of having reached the 
age of sixty-four years, until he shall have served at 
least one year in such rank.” As a cold technical fact, 
the President has in no instance in the above appoint- 
ments violated the law. But he has taken the risk of 
annoying the Senators somewhat. 

In another respect he has given little offense. He 
has not done much “jumping” this time. Colonel Davis 
is third on the list of colonels in the Corps of Engineers; 
Colonel Potts is first on the list of colonels of Field 
Artillery; Colonel Morris is first on the list of colonels 
of the Coast Artillery Corps; Colonel Kerr is third on 
the list of colonels of Cavalry; Colonel Brush is twenty- 
seventh on the list of Infantry colonels; Colonel Reade 
is fifth. 

Of the officers selected for promotion to brigadier gen- 
erals all have excellent records. Colonels Davis, Brush, 
Kerr and Morris are graduates of the U.S. Military 
Academy. Colonel Reade was a cadet at West Point 
from July 1, 1864, and from June 20 to Jan. 21, 1867, 
and was appointed a second lieutenant, 3d Infantry, May 
13, of the latter year. Colonel Potts was appointed to the 
Army from civil life. The only officer credited with Civil 
War service is Colonel Brush, who served as a private in 
the 145th Illinois Volunteers in 1864. Colonel Reade per- 
formed important secret service in the south during the 
Civil War as a youth, but receives no credit for it in his 
Army record. The following are some brief facts con- 
cerning the records of the officers: 

Colonel Davis was born in Connecticut Feb. 14, 1844, 
stands No. 3 on the list of colonels in the Corps of Engi- 
neers, and was graduated from the Military Academy in 
1866. He has been connected with many important en- 
gineering works, and reached the grade of colonel Oct. 15, 
1905. He is due to retire for age Feb. 16, 1908. 


Colonel Potts was born in the District of Columbia 
Sept. 1, 1850, and was appointed to the Army from civil 


life in 1867, being assigned to the 3d Artillery. He is a 
graduate of the Artillery School, class of 1870, and reached 
his coloneley June 8, 1905. He will not retire for age 
until September, 1914. He stands No. 1 among the colo- 
nels of Field Artillery. 

Colonel Brush was born in Illinois May 9, 1848, and 
was graduated from the U.S.M.A., class of 1871. He 
served in the 17th Infantry, 25th Infantry, 11th Infantry, 
and in the Inspector General’s Department. He reached 
the grade of colonel May 4, 1907, and stands No. 27 on 
the lineal list of colonels of Infantry. He is due to retire 
for age on May 9, 1912. 

Colonel Kerr was born in Kentucky March 12, 1847, 
and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1870. He 
served in the 6th, 10th and 9th Regiments of Cavalry, 
in the Adjutant General’s Department, and reached the 
‘grade of colonel, 12th Cavalry, March 30, 1903. He 
stands No. 3 on the list of Cavalry colonels, and is due 
to retire for age on March 12, 1911. 

Colonel Morris was born in. Massachusetts May 3, 
1844, and was graduated from the U.S.M.A., class of 
1865. He served in the 19th, 37th and 5th Regiments of 
Infantry, and was transferred to the 5th Regiment of Ar- 
tillery in 1870. He is a graduate of the Artillery School, 
class of 1878; reached the grade of colonel Feb. 21, 1902, 
and stands No. 1 on the list of Artillery colonels. He is 
due to retire for age on May 3, 1908. 

Col. Philip Reade was born in Massachusetts Octo- 
ber 13, 1844. He was appointed a second lieuten- 
ant, May 13, 1867, and was assigned to the 3d Infan- 
try. He subsequently served in the 8th, 4th and 25th 
Regiments of Infantry, was an inspector general of Vol- 
anteers in 1898, which included service in the Cuban 
campaign, and was made colonel, 23d Infantry, Aug. 13, 
1903. He stands No. 5 in lineal rank among the colonels 
of Infantry and is due to retire for age Oct. 13, 1908.

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HEARING ON ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Among the Army officers who appeared at the hearing 
on the Army Appropriation Bill before the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs beginning Jan. 14, were Brig. 
Gen. Charles H. Whipple, Paymaster General ; Brig. Gen. 
Arthur Murray, Chief of Artillery; Brig. Gen. James 
Allen, Chief Signal Officer; and Major Gen. J. Franklin 
Bell, Chief of Staff, in the order named. 

General Whipple, replying to an inquiry as to the man- 
ner of paying the salaries of officers, stated that the time 
of payment is at the option of the officer. Some officers 
prefer to draw their salaries once in six months. Others 
would draw once in eight or ten months, and an instance 
was cited in which an officer drew pay only once a year. 
Taking up the item of $550,000 for mileage to officers 
and contract surgeons when authorized by law, the chair- 
man remarked that there is a wonderful difference in the 
amount of the different items, General Greely having ex- 
pended more for himself and his aides than other officers 
did—$1,955 on his own account and $1,604 by his aides. 
General Whipple explained that that came from General 
Greely’s having been a division commander for the first 
six months of the calendar year. He was also in Alaska. 
The chairman also suggested that General Thomas, com- 
manding the Department of the Colorado, “got in on it 
lively, too.” : 

When General Whipple’s attention was called to the 
fact that the estimate for mileage for officers was $40,- 
000 less than the amount expended last year on mileage, 
he replied: “It was the judgment of the Paymaster Gen- 
eral’s office that we would require more than was includ- 
ed in the estimate. We asked for $600,000, but when the 
estimate came to the Secretary of War he reduced it 
$50,000. We are still of the opinion that $550,000 will 
not be sufficient.” ? - 

In spite of General Whipple’s opinion that the allow- 
ance for mileage could not be reduced without detriment 
to military interests, the chairman expressed the belief 
that it could be largely reduced. He added: “The im- 
pression seems to be that some officers have gone several 
hundred miles out of their way in order to run up a long 
mileage account. I think that ought to be brought out, 
so that if these gentlemen are doing that their accounts 





ought to be disallowed. I think mileage can be saved if 
there is a little care taken in that respect.” 

A comparative statement submitted by General Whip- 
ple shows that the disbursements for mileage for 1907 
were $125,525.55 more than those for 1906. 

General Murray; who appeared before the committee 
on Jan. 16, made an interesting statement as to the diffi- 
culty encountered in keeping commercial vessels off the 
mines and torpedoes planted for purposes of instruction. 
Cables are injured by anchors dragged over them. Com- 
manders of commercial vessels do not obey orders relat- 
ing to this matter. Commanders of naval vessels are 
aware of the location of the mines, and the Navy, in con- 
junction with the Coast Artillery, undertake in time of 
war to control all that for a certain area, called a defen- 
sive sea area, beginning at the entrance of the harbor and 
running out to a certain point, which is called the outer 
limit of defense, and it is desirable to so take control of 
any commercial vessels entering the harbor, so as to pre- 
vent their going through the mine fields in the harbor. 
During periods of practice the limit of mine fields will 
be controlled by the Chief of Artillery, but in time of 
war he should have authority to take control of commer- 
cial vessels plying near such points, otherwise commer- 
cial vessels might run over loaded mines. Under ordinary 
circumstances a passageway would be left open, but in 
emergencies it would be closed up. 

Regarding the Artillery School, General Murray stated 
that it is desired to have about seventy students and offi- 
cers to keep the institution running. It is proposed to 
have about fifty student officers sent there every year, if 
possible. Up to the present time, due to the lack of Coast 
Artillery officers, the number has been only about thirty- 
five. When the Artillery School and the School of Sub- 
marine Defense are consolidated it is hoped to divide the 
officers’ division of the school into two departments and 
to place at the head of each department a man who shall 
have control. These will be subdivided probably into two 
or three sub-departments, cach having its instructor. In 
the officers’ division there will be seven or eight instruc- 
tors. As for the enlisted men who will receive instruc- 
tions, there will be about thirty in the electrician-ser- 
geants’ class, in the engineers’ class at least twenty, and 
in the firemen’s class from ten to fifteen; in all, from 
sixty to seventy-five men. In the same way as in the offi- 
cers’ division, there will be an officer in charge of the en- 
listed men’s division, under whom there will be four 
instructors. When there are not enough instructors for 
the different classes they will have to make up the defi- 
ciency from enlisted men as assistant instructors. 

General Allen, in explaining to the committee the in- 
crease of $50,000 in the estimate for the Signal Corps, 
stated that the increase was requested for two reasons-— 
because of increase in price, and in the quantity to be 
furnished the Army. 

In reply to an inquiry General Allen said that the item 
of actual expenses of officers on duty with the Alaskan 
cable system, traveling expenses at the rate of $4.50 per 
diem cuts off the mileage. An officer paid $90 in actual 
expenses and got $4.50 back. Another lost in one year 
$683, which he paid out of his own pocket. This provi- 
sion refers only to officers on the Washington-Alaska 
military telegraph line. 

Major General Bell, who appeared before the commit- 
tee on Jan. 17, was questioned with regard to the item of 
contingent expenses for the official entertainment of dis- 
tinguished guests. General Bell said: “I have many 
tires represented to the Secretary of War that it was just 
as necessary for the commandants of the Service schools 
te have an entertainment fund as it is for the Military 
Academy to have such a fund, but not, of course, to the 
same degree. I know what it costs at Fort Monroe and 
Iort Leavenworth, where I was commandant. It cost 
me a very considerable sum. I never asked for reim- 
bursement myself, but when I ceased to be commandant 
there I recommended to the Secertary of War that he al- 
low an entertainment fund to the commandants at Fort 
Riley, Fort Leavenworth, and the others. For the ex- 
pense of official dinners or banquets given by the com- 
manding officer at Fort Monroe, during the recent James- 
town Exposition, $100,000 was appropriated for the Navy 
and $35,000 for the Army. The question arose as to the 
payment of club bills. That was an item that subjected 
the officers to a very considerable expense at Fort Monroe. 
We did not feel that those bills could be allowed, because 
we did not think that Congress had appropriated the 
money for that purpose. The visiting officers were enter- 
tained at the hotel, and only such bills were paid. West 
T’oint has had such an allowance, and General Corbin had 
an allowance for the entertainment of foreign military at- 
tachés at the maneuvers at Manassas, Va. We came to 
the conclusion that we did not want any more; because 
through a misunderstanding and newspaper talk the pub- 
lic was led to believe that it was a kind of junket instead 
of maneuvers.” ; 

General Bell said: ‘It is my impression that it has 
only recently become more or less the custom to allow an 
entertainment fund in the Navy. It existed there for 
some years before it existed in the Army. I am inclined 
te believe it is‘a reasonable claim on the part of the Navy 
that it is put to greater expense in this connection than 
the Army. I think that semi-official entertaining in the 
Army has become quite common and constitutes a not in- 
considerable amount of the expenses of officers of the 
Army.” General Bell mentioned a case where an officer 
spent $80 in entertaining commissioners from the Philip- 
pine Islands sent to him because of the wish to show them 
a typical military station in the United States. This $80 
would be a moderate expense to most people of means, 
but quite an immoderate one for a man of his income. 

Taking up the question of Army maneuvers, General 
Sell was asked whether he thought it worth while to have 
those maneuvers every year. He replied: “That is a 
subject upon which I am entirely at home. Perhaps I 
am as familiar with it as anyone in the Army. After 
much experience in that connection and after mature con- 
sideration of the subject, I can say that I do not know 
of any money expended by the government that produces 
results more valuable to the government than does the 
moneye expended in maneuvers. You mentioned having 
maneuvers every year. ve have never had regular ma- 
neuvers every year, but we now hope we can have them 
every other year. That is the present plan. We propose 
to have maneuvers for the Regular Army on alternate 
years, joining with the National Guard in state encamp- 
ments on off years, sending detachments of troops, accom- 
panied by expert officers, to assist them. It is recognized 
by the government that it would be contrary to the inter- 
est of the militia to make them travel more than two 
days, including going and coming. While they are travel- 
ing they are getting no instruction and can not be in 
camp. ‘They are not able to be away from home for a 
long time. We try not to require the militia to consume 
more than one day in getting to the camp. After arrival 
it takes them some time—about a day—to get settled. 
Then it takes a day to get home again, and as they can 
generally be away from home not more than ten days al- 
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together, there remains in camp only about seven days, 
six for instruction and one, usually Sunday, for rest.” 

General Bell explained himself as strongly in favor of 
retaining the Porto Rico Provision..1 Regiment of In- 
fantry. Recurring to the question of mileage and staff 
rides, the chairman asked why staff officers were taken 
originally from Kansas and sent to Georgia to do staff 
riding. General Bell explained that they were not staff 
officers, but were taken from among the students of the 
staff college at Fort Leavenworth and sent to make a 
practical study of the campaign between Generals Sher- 
man and Johnston. 

General Bell said: ‘The proportion up to this year at 
the Leavenworth Service schools has been about one-fifth 
to one-fourth graduates of West Point, and the remainder 
promotions from the ranks, civil life, and volunteers. 
This particular year there is a larger proportion of West 
Pointers. There is no regulation about this. It simply 
happens that way. We have heretofore been instructing 
largely-lieutenants and captains there. It soon began to 
be apparent that it would be more valuable for the Ser- 
vice to confine instruction to captains and majors. So 
we changed the policy at Leavenworth and now instruct 
the older class of officers. I think that probably one- 
third of the officers at those schools this year are gradu- 
ates of West Point. There is no discrimination or dis- 
tinction made; none whatever.” 

As to the riding tests, General Bell said: “The Presi- 
dent directed the Secretary of War to institute a test, 
under such regulation as the Secretary of War might 
prescribe. It was to be a march of three days, taken un- 
der such conditions as would be suitable to a forced 
march in war, not less than thirty miles each day, and 
that is as far as it has gone as yet. It now remains for 
the Secretary of War to draw up regulations and publish 
them to the Army. There is no hurry about it. The 
President has directed the Secretary of War to lend as 
much encouragement to the cultivation of horsemanship 
and other exercise in the Army as it is practicable to do 
under the law. The War Department, generally speaking, 
seems to be a unit in the opinion that it would be feasi- 
ble, under an order recently given, to afford the officers 
serving in the bureaus facilities for riding and maintain 
mounts for that purpose; but nothing has been done as 
yet. There is a proposition to make an arrangement sim- 
ilar to that which is in existence in some foreign armies, 
to permit each officer to be absent from his desk a certain 
number of hours, say one hour each day or three hours 
twice a week, whenever his services can be spared and 
provided he is riding during that time or taking exercise, 
thus putting an obligation upon him to take regular phys- 
ical exercise each day as a part of his duty—making it 
his duty to do so. Heretofore it has been purely volun- 
tary. This movement is based on the theory that inas- 
much as the government is entitled to the best mental 
work of which the officer is naturally capable, it is the 
officer’s duty to take regular physical exercise in order 
to keep himself in proper physical condition. That theory 
applies with especial force to staff officers whose duty 
confines them to a desk. They need exercise far more 
than the man who is laboring out of doors drilling troops.”

NEW SCHEME FOR SELECTING NON-COMS. 

There has recently been submitted to the War Depart- 
ment a scheme for appointing the regimental non-commis- 
sioned staff from the sergeants of the regiment after a 
satisfactory showing from the applicant’s record. It is 
proposed that the sergeants of each company be appoint- 
ed from the corporals “by seniority in each company, 
subject to examination; the appointment of first ser- 
geants, company quartermaster sergeants, battalion ser- 
geants major, color sergeants and bandsmen to be as at 
present.” All corporals it is proposed to appoint through 
competitive examination open to all privates with more 
than one year’s service.. The examinations are to be di- 
vided into two parts of equal weight—(a) theoretical, 
(b) probable efficiency and military aptitude, as shown 
by the soldier’s past record, recommendations of com- 
pany and other officers under whom he has served, ete. 
Tentative examinations for the three grades embraced 
in the scheme were also submitted. The machinery for 
carrying out the plan consisted of a board of three offi- 
cers, to be appointed by the post commander, the regi- 





mental commander to appoint as the board recommends. , 


The proposition does not meet with favor from the 
War Department, as it imposes upon the line an exact 
procedure compulsory in all cases in lieu of the present 
system whereby this plan, or some similar plan, may be 
adopted at the option of the officers immediately con- 
cerned and immediately responsible. It is not believed 
that the collective judgment of three officers, based upon 
a brief examination and a few hours’ observation of the 
man, coupled with such written testimonials as to charac- 
ter as he might submit, holds out a greater promise of 
wisdom than we can expect in the judgment of the com- 
pany commander informed by weeks, months, or perhaps 
years of daily contact with the man under a variety of 
circumstances. The company commander is in daily 
touch with his men, and he must be a dull or an indif- 
ferent officer who cannot arrive, in due season, at a 
pretty accurate estimate of the relative qualifications of 
his men for the office of corporal. Much of the data ob- 
tained by an examination is elusive and while it reveals 
character it cannot possibly be reduced to question and 
answer or otherwise put within the reach of a board in 
the brief time covered by an examination. Day in and 
day out a soldier reveals unconsciously, but quite thor- 
oughly, his character to his fellows and his officers; but 
upon an examination he is upon exhibition for the time, 
and knows it. But it is said the company commander 
can give his estimate of the man to the board; so can 
others. ‘The present company commander might have an 
opinion, a former might have another, and perhaps the 
post commander a stiil different one. Some of the writ- 
ten testimony as to character and soldierly aptitude might 
come from officers unknown to the board, and what value, 
then, should be attached to it? Again, which has the 
greater incentive to get the best men for corporals, the 
company commander, or the board? Manifestly, the for- 
mer. Moreover, it is a peculiarity of some men to relax 
their sense of personal responsibility when acting upon a 
court or board. 

For these two reasons, then, namely, that the company 
commander has greater incentive to exercise care and his 
best judgment in the selection of his corporals and has, 
moreoyer, much more complete data upon which to found 
his judgment, the plan as proposed is, as to corporals, 
not approved. Neither is the plan to have sergeants ap- 
pointed from corporals by the absolute rule of seniority, 
subject to examination, approved. It is now, by custom. 
the usual rule; and when it is departed from there is 
some good reason therefor and the Service would suffer 
by an ironclad rule, such as the one proposed. The whole 
plan is especially declared by its author to exemplify in 


some unusual degree the principle which is now. popularly 
known as “the square deal.” -Advancement is now open 
to every private who has the zeal and the qualities to 
justify it; so of the corporals, and so of all the non-com- 
missioned officers of the regiment. Is there anything in 
the nature of a board by which we can be justified in the 
belief that its standard of squareness or fairness is going 
to be higher than that of the individual officers who com- 
pose it? It is thought not; and, indeed, it is thought 
that perhaps the exact reverse might be the case, as here- 
tofore pointed out. 

If, as is undoubtedly the ease and as is stated in con- 
nection with this plan, many unworthy sergeants are to 
be found, that fact constitutes, not an impeachment of 
the present system, but of the particular officers respon- 
sible for their appointment and retention. That there are 
officers who bear lightly the burden of responsiblity at- 
taching to their office and shift as much as possible of 
that burden to the first sergeant and to others, cannot be 
doubted. But will such officers exercise greater wisdom 
or care when sitting as a board than when acting upon 
their individual responsibility? The existence of un- 
worthy non-commissioned officers may be admitted with- 
out accepting the cure proposed, which, while it intro- 
duces a further complexity into administration, would, it 
is believed, intensify the evil it is desired to remedy.

OUR ARMY IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Secretary Taft's special report on the Philippines, 
which has been transmitted to Congress with the Presi- 
dent’s hearty concurrence in its recommendations, strong- 
ly urges that Philippine sugar and tobacco be admitted 
into the United States free of duty, that the government 
of the islands be empowered to open the agricultural bank 
authorized by the last Congress, that the present restric- 
tions as to the acquisition of mining claims by corpora- 
tions be removed, and that the coastwise shipping laws 
of the United States be declared permanently inapplicable 
to trade between the ports of the islands and the United 
States. As to the military aspect of the Philippine situa- 
tion the Secretary says: 

“The question of the cost of the islands to the United 
States as affecting its future policy cannot of course in- 
clude the cost of a war into which the United States 
was forced against its will, and which, whether it ought 
to have been carried on or not, was earried on and was 
finished more than five years ago. The only question 
of cost that is relevant to the present discussion is the 
eost to the United States of the maintenance of the 
present Philippine government, including in that the 
cost of the maintenance of that part of the Army of the 
United States which is in the Philippine Islands. Nor 
is it fair to include the entire cost of the Army of the 
United States in the Philippine Islands, for the reason 
that even if we did not have the Philippines we: should 
certainly retain the present size of our standard Army, 
which hardly exceeds 60,000 effective men, a very small 
army for 80,000,000 people. Moreover, it is worthy to 
note that the greatest increase in the Army of recent 
years has been in that branch of the Service—to wit, the 
Coast Artillery—which has not been used in the Philip- 
pines for some years. 

“The only additional cost, therefore, that the main- 
tenance of the Army can be said to entail upon the 
United States is the additional cost of maintaining 12,000 
soldiers in the islands over what it would be to main- 
tain the same number of soldiers in the United States. 
This has been figured out and roughly stated amounts 
to about $250 a man, or $3,000,000, together with the 
maintenance of 4,000 Philippine scouts at a cost of 
$500 a man, or in all $2,000,000, which makes a total 
annual expenditure cf $5,000,000. The United States 
at present contributes something, perhaps $200,000, to 
the expense of the coast survey of the islands. With 
this exception there is not one cent expended from the 
Treasury of the United States for the maintenance of 
the government in the islands. The additional cost of 
the 12,000 men in the islands, figured above at $250 a 
man, includes the cost of transportation and the addition- 
al cost of food supplies and other matters. 

“There is an item of cost which perhaps may be 
charged to the Philippine Islands. I refer to the ex- 
pense of fortifying the bay of Manila, the port of Lloilo 
and the port of Cebu, so that in holding the islands the 
United States shall not be subject to sudden and capri- 
cious attack by any ambitious power. This may reach 
a total of ten millions. But it is hardly fair to charge 
this to the Philippine policy, for almost everyone con- 
cedes the necessity of maintaining and fortifying coal- 
ing stations in the Orient whether we have the Philip- 
pines or not.” 
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DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Inquiry having been made whether wearing of olive 
drab flannel shirt without coat is permissible, it was 
found that G.O. 169, W.D., 1907, does not affirmatively 
give such permission, however it is known to be a custom 
of the Service for commanding officers to allow such wear- 
ing of the shirt at times. 

S. 1931 to grant a certain part of Fort Niobrara Res- 
ervation (about 240 acres) to the village of Valentine, 
Neb., having been referred to the War Department, the 
approval of the War Department was accordingly given. 

An enlisted man having applied for an Indian cam- 
paign badge for service in Sioux campaign of 1890-91, 
it was decided that as the service of the applicant was 
after Jan. 18, 1891, it constituted no part of the Sioux 
campaign and the badge was therefore not awarded. 

An officer of the Marine Corps, who was formerly an 
enlisted man of Volunteers in the Spanish-American 
war and the Philippine Insurrection, having asked wheth- 
er he is entitled to service badges and Congressional 
medal, it was decided that he was entitled to. the latter, 
but not to the former, not now being in the Army. It 
was held that, in general, no one can receive campaign 
badge who is not, at time of issue, in service in the 
Army. 

Report of physical examination and horsemanship 
test, Department of Texas. Same having been received, 
and all officers having passed successfully, the report was 
approved, 

Position of shoulder loop on officers’ Service coat.—An 
officer having called attention to faulty description of 
location of same in G.O. 169, W.D., 1907, it was found 
that the description, while faulty, should be construed 
so as to put the shoulder loops on the shoulder of the 
service coat. 


Case having arisen of a muster by telephone at an 
ungarrisoned post by an officer at nearby post, trans- 





portation being difficult, it was held that such muster is 
sufficient. 


A wire-cutting device having been submitted, it was 
tested by the Infantry board, and it was recommended 
by the latter in-a modified degree. It was decided that 
while it is a serviceable device under certain circum- 
stances, it has certain drawbacks and should not be sub- 
stituted for present prescribed wire-cutters. 


A new revolver target having been suggested, it was 
decided that as a change has recently been made, no 
further change should be made till the target now pre- 
scribed has been given a trial. 


Organization and equipment of mountain batteries.— 
A report with various recommendations having been 
rendered on this subject by an officer, it was found that 
part of the recommendations have already been adopted 
by the War Department. As to others, it was recom- 
mended that the report in question be referred to the 
Board on Revision of Mountain Artillery D.R., for con- 
sideration, and that certain information be given the 
O.D. with reference to proper packs for “kit” mules. 


Recommendation for the. promotion of Chaplain C. C. 
Bateman, Coast Art. Corps, having been made, and all 
the requirements of law appearing to be fulfilled, it was 
recommended that he be promoted to the grade of major. 
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VOYAGE OF ATLANTIC FLEET. 


A wireless telegram from Rear Admiral Evans, com- 
manding the Atlantic Battleship Fleet, received at the 
Navy Department Jan. 29 from the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs at Buenos Ayres, said: “Connecticut south 
Atlantic Latitude 39—11 south Longitude 55—11 west, 
Jan. 27, 9 a.m.; all well. We are proceeding to our des- 
tination, South Pacific.” 

It was estimated at the Navy Department that the bat- 
tleships on Jan. 29 were within four hundred miles of 
Punta Arenas, which would enable them to reach there 


on Jan. 31, according to schedule, despite the fact that 
they left Rio de Janeiro on Jan. 22 instead of Jan. 21. 

The battleship fleet was reported on the afternoon of 
Jan. 30 to be off Cape Virgin, at the east entrance of the ° 
Magellan Straits and 120 miles north of Punta Arenas, or 
Sandy Point, where the ships will coal. 

Rear Admiral Betbeder, the Minister of Marine at 
Buenos Ayres, on Jan. 28 received the following radio- 
gram from Admiral Hipolita Oliva, who is in command of 
the Argentine squadron ordered to meet the American 
battleships and escort them down the coast: “At 7 
o’clock on the morning of Jan. 26 we had the first radio- 
graphic communication with the battleship Connecticut, 
flagship of Rear Admiral Evans, which we joined at 9:30 
o’clock at night. The Argentine vessels escorted the 
American squadron until 8:30 o’clock on Jan. 27, when 
flag salutes were exchanged with full ceremonial. After 
the salute we made two runs around the squadron at a 
speed of fourteen knots and then left the American ves- 
sels about 125 miles from Mar del Plata. Rear Admiral 
Evans asked me to transmit his thanks to the Argentine 
government for having sent the naval division to meet 
the American squadron, and begged me to have transmit- 
ted to the government at Washington the radiogram sent 
separately.” 

The Chilian cruiser Chacabuco, with United States 
Minister Hicks and several Chilian officials on board, ar- 
rived at Punta Arenas Jan. 27 and great preparations are 
being made there to greet the American fleet. The Amer- 
ican Consul willegive a ball and a reception will take 
place on board the Chacabuco. A big. banquet will be 
given to the enlisted men of the American fleet. 

The police of Rio de Janeiro have gathered up six sail- 
ors from the American battleships, who had either desert- 
ed or failed to return on board before their vessels sailed. 
The men will be sent after the fleet on a collier. 

The Torpedo Flotilla, under Lieut. Comdr, Hutch [. 
Cone, arrived at Buepos Ayres on the morning of Sun- 
day, Jan. 26, after a pleasant passage from Rio, Jan. 21, 
with the exception of a little fog on one day. 

The Argentine torpedoboat flotilla, which was sent out 
to meet the United States flotilla and escort them to port, 
hailed the Whipple, Lieutenant Commander Cone’s flag- 
ship, off Flares Island. The Argentine flotilla steamed 
around the visiting squadron and lustily cheered the 
Americans. Lieutenant Commander Cone visited the Ar- 
gentine flagship and the two flotillas got under way and 
stood for Buenos Ayres. Every courtesy was extended 
the Americans by the officers and crews of the Argentine 
vessels. The flotillas anthored in the roads at midnight 
and entered port at nine o’clock, Jan. 26. The American 
fictilla at once began to coal for the trip to Sandy Point, 
where they will rejoin the battleship fleet. 

The Americans were at once made welcome and were 
entertained cn Jan. 27 by Argentine naval officers. They 
were taken on a yachting trip along the river and later 
had dinner in the Hotel Tigre. 

On Jan. 28 the American officers were received by 
President Alcorta and the Ministers of War. Marine and 
Foreign Affairs, General Fraga, Admiral Betbeder and 
Sefior Zeballos, respectively. President Alcorta spoke 
pleasantly to each one of the officers, and to Lieutenant 
Commander Cone he expressed his great pleasure and 
satisfaction in the visit to Argentina of the American 
warships. Lieutenant Commander Cone made a suitable 
reply. During the day both officers and bluejackets vis- 
ited various points of interest, and some of the officers 
visited the offices of La Prensa and inspected the news- 
paper plant. 

The American officers on Jan. 29 enjoyed an automo- 
bile ride over the city, accompanied by the officers of the 
Argentine torpedo craft. There was a luncheon at the 
Pavilion las Rosas, and in the evening the Americans 
were given a dinner by Vice Admiral Betbeder, the Min- 
ister of Marine. The American bluejackets were given 
a dinner at the marine barracks by the Argentine sailors. 

The visit of the American torpedoboat flotilla to Bue- 
nos Ayres, Argentina, was marked by an exchange of fe 
licitations between President Alcorta and President 
Roosevelt by cable. There was also a similar exchange of 
communications between Secretary Root and Sefior Ze- 
ballos, the Argentine Minister of Foreign Affairs, expres- 
sive of pleasure at the cordial trade relations between the 
two countries, as well as warm political friendship. 

The American ‘Torpedo Flotilla sailed’ from Buenos 
Ayres at 7 a.m., Jan. 30, to join the battleships at Punta 
Arenas for the passage of the Strait. Vice Admiral 
Betbeder, Minister of Marine, gave the official farewell.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The President has approved the following important 
change in Navy Regulations relative to the duties that a 
commander may perform. The paragraph of the Regula- 
tions referred io, as amended, will read as follows, the 
changes being the insertion of the words italicized: “A 
commander may command a division of a squadron, a na- 
val station, a protected cruiser of the first rate, a ship of 
the second or third rate, a torpedoboat destroyer flotilla, 
or a ship not rated; be chief of staff to a flag officer; be 
assigned to duty as engineer of fleet; and may serve as 
executive officer of a battleship or armored cruiser; or 
perform such shore duty as may be assigned him. Such 
commanders as are by law restricted to the performance 
of engineering duties shall be assigned accordingly, and 
to shore duty only.” The principal reason for making 
this change in the Navy Regulations is to provide oppor- 
tunity for officers to get necessary sea experience in fight- 
ing ships while passing through the grade of commander, 
a condition not now existing owing to the gradual reduc- 
tion of the number of commanders’ commands afloat. The 
change will also result in giving officers in our Service the 
same rank as those performing similar duties in the prin- 
cipal foreign navies, notably the British, German and 
Japanese. The Regulations prescribing the duties that 
a lieutenant commander may perform remain unchanged, 
and the assignment of commanders to duty as executives 
of battleships will be made gradually, in order that the 
average age of executives of large ships will not be great- 
er than obtains at present. 

The U.S.S. South Dakota was placed in commission at 
the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., on Jan. 27, 

Lieut. Comdr. C. N. Offley, U.S.N., has been selected 
for senior engineer of the West Virginia, and also as fleet 
engineer of the Pacific Fleet. 

The bodies of C. E. Merr*tt and P. W. Nunez, the U.S. 
marines who were drowned in the harbor of San Juan 
on the night of Jan. 27 by the upsetting of a boat, have 
been washed ashore and buried in the military cemetery 
at the above port. 

The double-turreted monitor Florida is to be made a 
target for the big twelve-inch rifles of a battleship and 
the experiment will take place in the waters of Chesa- 
peake Bay or the Potomac River. It is not the purpose 
to destroy the monitor, which was built only about ten 
years ago, but the gun fire will be directed against one 
of her turrets. Much mechanism is contained in the 
turret, and information is desired as to the effect of actual 
gun fire upon the controlling machinery. 

Official announcement has been made of the finding of 
the Court of Inquiry that investigated the case of Ap- 
prentice Seaman Harnet, who died from injuries received 
in a boxing contest on the U.S.S. Cumberland at New- 
port, R.I., Jan. 13. It says: “The board finds that 
all proper and customary precautions were taken to 
make the boxing contest a perfectly fair one and to 
guard against injury, and it is the opinion of the board 
that no serious injury could reasonably have been ex- 

pected or even thought possible. The boxing bout was 
fought with heavily padded gloves of the regulation Navy 
pattern. There was a surgeon at the ringside during 
the contest and the fight lasted for six rounds.” 

The U.S.S. Stringham has been ordered placed in re- 
serve at the navy yard, Norfolk, Va. Her place in the 
3d Torpedo Flotilla will be taken by the Porter. 

The British steamer Carleton is at Baltimore loading 
6,530 tons of coal to carry around the Horn to the Pa- 
cific fleet. The Allanton is to carry 6,000 tons to Mag- 
dalena Bay, arriving there at about the same time as the 
fleet. 

Lieut. Comdrs. Joseph L. Jayne and James G. Doyle, 
U.S.N., were promoted commanders on Jan. 3 and 5, re- 
spectively, by the retirement of Rear Admiral Ross on 
Jan. 3, and the death of Commander Hosley on Jan. 5, 
instead of through the casualties heretofore mentioned. 
Lieuts. Roscoe C. Bulmer and Gilbert S. Galbraith are 
promoted lieutenant commanders by the promotion of 
Jayne and Doyle. Commander Doyle is at Magdalena 
Bay and Commander Jayne is on his way from China. 
Neither officer has been examined and their nominations 
have not yet been sent to the Senate. 

In a test of the new torpedo invented by Lieut. Comdr. 
Cleland Davis, U.S.N., made at Newport, R.I., Jan. 28, 
some valuable results were obtained. A protected tank 
was used for the demonstration, and the torpedo was 
fired so as to strike the side of the tank, twelve feet be 
low the surface of the water. It was demonstrated that 
had the torpedo been fired at a battleship it could have 
entered the magazine handling room or engine room be- 
fore wrecking the interior by the explosion of the charge. 
The torpedo used for the experiment was the Whitehead 
type, used in the Navy, 45 centimeters in width and 5 
meters long. 

Comdr. T. M. Potts, U.S.N., commanding the cruiser 
Des Moines, notified the Navy Department Jan. 28 that 
he had put back to New York after a week on the storm- 
swept Atlantic coast. The Des Moines was ordered to 
the north of Nantucket Sound to break up a derelict 
which blocked the path of transatlantic vessels. The ves- 
sel encountered the severe storm, and was blown sixty 
miles out of its course. The derelict was destroyed by 
the storm, and the perilous trip was futile. 

Two of the scout ships, the Chester and Birmingham, 
are expected to be ready for trial within a month over 
the Rockland, Me., course. 

Chief Btsn. J. J. Holden, U.S.N., is credited with a 
very successful piece of work in getting the U.S. tug Os- 
ceola off the coral rocks at Key West by sinking two 
barges alongside the sunken vessel, passing chains from 
one to the other and then pumping the water out of the 
barges so that in rising they brought the tug up with 
them. 

The Navy Department has asked an appropriation of 
$750,000 for the installation of new turret ammunition 
hoists in twenty-five battleships and twelve armored crui- 
sers at an estimated cost of $10,000 each turret. The 
change will include the turrets of the ships now under 
construction, as well as those of the newest class recently 
put into commission. 

The desire to have submarines on the Pacific coast has 
been met by a plan decided on by the Navy General 
Board, Secretary Taft and the President the past week. 
Two submarines, the Porpoise and Plunger, are to be 
taken around on the collier Caesar when the latter, with 
the Abarenda, Nero and Brutus, leave New York the lat- 
ter part of February with coal for the battleship fleet. 
The ostensible destination of the submarines is San Fran- 
cisco, but there is a strong belief in Navy circles that 
they will ultimately be taken to Manila for defense pur- 
poses in the Corregidor Channel, where difficulty has been 
encountered in planting mines, owing to the strong cur- 
rents, The two submarines chosen are each of sixty tons

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THE SIXTIETH CONGRESS. 


On motion of Mr. Lodge the Senate has extended the 
privilege of the floor to Benito Legarda and Pablo 
Ocambo, resident commissioners appointed by the Philip- 
pine assembly in accordance with the provisions of the 
Act approved July 1, 1902. 

Mr. Bulkeley submitted to the Senate au amendment 
relative to machine and automatic guns, including their 
carriages, sights, implements and equipments for use in 
the Army, etc., intended to be proposed by him to the 
Army appropriation bill; also an amendment relative to 
the purchase, manufacture, and test of machine and auto- 
matic guns, including their carriages, sights, inplements 
and equipments, for use in the Army, ete., intended to 
be proposed by him to the Army appropriation bill. 
Both were referred to the Committee on Military Affairs. 

The Senate Committee on Commerce on Jan. 30 or- 
dered favorable reports on bills to provide three new 
revenue cutters, one of which is to be stationed in New 
York Harbor and two are to be on the Pacific coast. 

Senator Gallinger presented on Jan. 28 in the Senate 
a memorandum showing precedents for the recent order 
of the President placing a surgeon in command of the 
hospital ship Relief. 

BILLS PASSED BY SENATE. 

The joint resolution (S.R. 33) adjusting the status of 
certain officers of the Army as to their period of service 
required by the Act of Congress approved June 30, 1882, 
to entitle an Army oflicer to retirement on his own appli- 
cation, was agreed to by the Senate on Jan. 28. It pro- 
vides that the period of service entitling an Army officer 
to retiremeut on his own application, as required by Act 
of Congress approved June 30, 1882, shall include all 
service rendered by such officers as cadets at the U.S. 
Naval Academy, Annapolis, Md., or subsequent to gradu- 
ation therefrom, or to service as commissioned officers 
of the Navy, or to both. The favorable report on the 
bills notes that under a decision rendered in 1891, in 
considering the period of service required by the Act of 
June 30, 1882, to entitle an Army officer to retirement on 
his own application, the period of his service as a cadet 
at the U.S. Military Academy was construed as “ser- 
vice” in the meaning of that act. But officers now in the 
Army who have had cadet service or commissioned ser- 
vice in the Navy are not included in this decision, though 
equally entitled to have recognition for such service. No 
previously existing law or decision gives them such title. 
This service in the Navy is reckoned in computing in- 
creased pay for longevity in the case of Army officers 
and.should have equal weight in computing date of re- 
tirement. The number of Army officers so affected is 
twenty-five, varying in length of naval service from four 
months to seven years. No additional cost to the 
United States is involved in this legislation. Its effect 
is simply to permit the voluntary retirement of twenty- 
five officers at dates earlier than the present law allows, 
by periods varying from four months to seven years. 
The service as cadet at the U.S. Naval Academy is used 
in computing the dates of voluntary retirement of naval 
otticers. The service as cadet at the U.S. Naval Academy 
or as cadet at the U.S. Military Academy, or as com- 
missioned oflicer in the Army or Navy, is used in com- 
puting the dates of voluntary retirement of officers of 
the Marine Corps. The War Department therefore 
favored the passage of this measure. The ofticers af- 
fected by the bil] are: Naylor, C. J., 1st lieut., 4th Cav.;

The Senate on Jan. 28 passed 8S. 653, to authorize 
commissions to issue in the cases of officers of the Army 
retired with increased rank. It provides that officers 
of the Army on the retired list whose rank has been, or 
shall hereafter be, advanced by operation of or in ac- 
cordance with law shall be entitled to and shall receive 
commissions in accordance with such advanced rank. 
The Supreme Court having affirmed the decision of the 
Court of Claims that the office of an officer on the re- 
tired list always remained that to which he was last ap- 
pointed by the President with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, no matter whether his rank be subse- 
quently increased or decreased, commissions have not 
been issued to officers retired with increased rank in the 
past. For instance, officers retired with increased rank 
when found physically disqualified on examination for 
promotion do not receive commissions, as they are not 
appointed to new offices. This is also the case with 
oflicers given increased rank on the retired list for Civil 
War service, under the Act of April 28, 1904. Accord- 
ingly, although a number of such officers have been duly 
nominated to the Senate for advancement and the Senate 
has advised and consented thereto, no appointments or 
commissions have been given them. ‘To issue such offi- 

cers commissions in accordance with their advanced 
rank would involve no expense to the United States and 
would be a source of gratification to the officers con- 
cerned, who are accustomed to value commissions as 
evidence of rank, and this will be accomplished if the 
bill, S.°653, finally becomes a law. It is known that 
some colonels who are eligible for retirement with the 
rank of brigadier general have failed to take advantage 
of the law for the reason that they would not receive a 
commission evidencing their advancement. The bill, as 
drawn, applies to all officers placed on the retired list 
with advanced rank, as it is desired to have the pro- 
cedure uniform. 

The Senate on Jan. 28 passed S. 3345, amended to 
appropriate $250,000 to construct a steam revenue cut- 
ter of the first class for service in the waters of Key 
West, Fla. 

The Senate has passed a bill granting pension of $30 
per month to the widow of Lieut. Col, Lewis Smith, 
U.S.A., retired. 

The Senate has passed S. 392, to confirm homestead 
entry made by guardian for the benefit of Dorothea 
Clendenin and Paul Dana Clendenin, minor orphan chil- 
dren of Paul Clendenin, deceased, late surgeon major, 
T’.S. Volunteers. Homestead entry for these children 
was made by their guardian on July 15, 1908, at Willis- 


ion, N.D. It appears that Dorothea Clendenin was 


porn Noy. 19, 1889; thet her mother died in 1894, and 


the father remarried, and by such marriage Paul Dana 
Clendenin was born Aug. 19, 1899; that Major Paul 
Clendenin died in Cuba, July 4, 1899, and that his widow 
married Capt. Basil Taylor, an officer of the British 
army at Hong Kong, China, June 17, 1903; that the 
child Paul is now residing with his mother in China 
under her guardianship as a British subject; that a 
guardian appointed for Dorothea made homestead land 
entry for her benefit. The marriage of the widow of 
Major Clendenin to a British subject, and her removal 
to a foreign country, taking with her the minor child, 
born a citizen of the United States, does not deprive such 
minor child of his citizenship, nor remove him from the 
protection of this country. Therefore, the entry should 
have been made in the interest of both minor children 
of Major Clendenin, and the final receipt and certificate, 
if issued, should issue to both children, and the bill 
passed provides for this. 

The Senate on Jan. 27 passed 8. 1729, to pay to Alice 
M. Stafford, administratrix of the estate of Capt. Ste- 
phen R. Stafford, 15th U.S. Inf., the sum of $749.92, 
advanced by him out of his own personal funds while 
first lieutenant, post quartermaster and commissary at 
Fort Wingate, N.M., in the years 1879 and 1880, in 
order that the troops in said command might have fresh 
beef and necessary food during the fourteen months’ 
drought in the region of said fort, during which time 
the beef presented for issue by the beef contractors was 
of such poor quality as to be unfit for food for said 
command, 

The Senate has passed H.R. 10368, which empowers 
the Secretary of War to change the name of Julius 
Flemming, regimental quartermaster sergeant, retired, 
on the records of the War Department to his proper 
name, Jacob John Locher. Having passed the House 
bill, the Senate postponed indefinitely the Senate bill of 
like tenor, S. 729. 





During the war with Spain the Army Ordnance .De- 
partment manufactured one hundred and fifty telescopic 
sights patented by Col. L. K. Scott, of the British army, 
for which he has never, been paid royalty. §S. 820, which 
provides for the payment of $7,500 to Colonel Scott, is 
designed to remedy this omission. It has been favorably 
reported upon and is now on the calendar of the Senate. 
Although the patent of Colonel Scott had expired previ- 
ous to the manufacture of the sights, the Senate Com- 
mittee believe that he has an equitable claim, as the 
sights were manufactured after a model was furnished 
to our government while the patent was in force. In all, 
435 of Scott’s sights were manufactured. Royalty was 
paid on 100 of these and as to the others there is some 
coubt as to the equity of Colonel Scott’s claim. 

The Secretary of the Navy has submitted to the Sen- 
ate, in response to a resolution, a report as to the cost 
of two submarine torpedoboats to be stationed on Puget 
Sound and one to be stationed at Grays Harbor, State 
of Washington. The board on construction stated that 
by recent contracts for submarines being constructed at 
Quincy, Mass., the cost for each of three of about 340 
tons is $360,000; and for each of four of about 270 
tons is $285,000. The construction of such vessels on the 
Pacific coast would involve a substantial increase: in 
cost. The board is of the opinion that construction 
could be most expeditiously effected by having the boats 
built or assembled at some port on Puget Sound. An 
estimate of $378,000 for each boat should be submitted. 
As to the necessity for such boats in the waters of Puget 
Sound, the Secretary of the Navy says: “This question 
is one that cannot without difficulty be answered in gen- 
eral terms. Assuming the possibility of war, it would 
be a gross violation of the first principles of strategy 
for any nation to send a strong naval expedition to 
operate at a great distance from its resources of supply 
and repair until the main battle fleet of the United 
States had been reduced; and since our battle fleet is 
superior to that of any probabie enemy on the Pacific, 
the theater of war might not be expected to reach the 
coast for an indefinite time. In case of war the only 
eperations which would probably affect the coast would 
be in the nature of raids by small forees which would 
doubtless have an unimportant bearing on the outcome 
of the war. It is most inadvisable that any appropria- 
tions be made for naval vessels to be constructed for 
exclusive employment in any specified locality, as pro- 
posed. Ali naval vessels should be available for service 
at large, and the power of directing the place and man- 
ner of employment should not be restricted. A policy 
of local restriction would result in a serious weakening 
of the nation’s power of offense and defense, and it is 
most earnestly advised that such policy be not adopted.” 

The House Committee on Military Affairs reported 
favorably on Jan. 29, with amendments, H.R. 9240, to 
provide a temporary home in the District of Columbia 
for ex-Union volunteer soldiers and sailors and marines 
of the Civil and other wars. 

ILOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

The urgent deficiency appropriation bill was passed 
by the House on Jan. 30. The amount carried is $23,- 
664,450, or $410,000 less than as reported by the com- 
mittee. The largest single reduction was that of $300,- 
OOO in the clothing funds of the Army. The bill, as re- 
ported by the House Committee on Appropriations, in- 
cluded the following items: Military establishment, 
S$3,9S0,S75.76; Military Academy, $2,518.61; armories and 
arsenals, $4,050.00; naval establishment, $1,611,790.00. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has decided 
to make a cut of about $25,000,000 in the estimated 
cost of maintenance and construction for the Navy De- 
partment for the coming fiscal year. The department 
asked $125,000,000, a considerable proportion of which 
comes under estimates for the construction of buildings 
at navy yards. The greater part of the $25,000,000 re- 
duetion comes within this classification. 

The House Committee on Labor on Jan. 30 agreed to 
report fayorably the bill introduced by Representative 
Bartholdt, of Missouri, prohibiting enlisted men of the 





‘Army, Navy and Marine Corps from engaging, for or 


without pay, in any occupation in competition with 
civilian artisans or craftsmen. ‘This bill is intended to 
stop the practice of members of the marine band playing 
at private entertainments. 

The House Committee on Invalid Pensions on Jan, 29 
voted unanimously to report favorably the Sulloway bill 
for the relief of widows of veterans of the Indian, Mexi- 
ean, Civil and Spanish wars. It gives $12 a month to all 
widows of the Indian and Mexican wars; to the Civil 
War widows who were married prior to June 27, 1890, 
and to Spanish War widows whose husbands died of 
disease or injuries or wounds contracted or received in 
the Service. The present rate of pension accorded to 
these widows is $8 a month. The bill, should it become 
a law, will involve an additional expenditure of about 
$12,000,000 annually. , 

Mr. Butler, from the Committee on Navel 3sivs_ 


reported to the House without amendment, H.R. 4763, 
transferring Comdr. William Wilmot White from the 
retired to the active list of the Navy. 

_ Mr. Ankeny submitted to the House on Jan. 27 an 
intended amendment to the fortifications appropriation 
bill, to appropriate $5,478,751 for increased fortifications 
for Puget Sound, State of Washington, the amount to 
be spent for various items being specified. 

The Secretary of War has submitted to the House 
an estimate of appropriation for the purchase of addi- 
tional land for military purposes for the post of Madison 
Barracks, Sacket Harbor, N.Y., $50,500, for about 200 
acres of land in the vicinity. 

The House has received an estimate of appropriation 
for repairs of barracks, Marine Corps, $10,000; and for 
contingent, Marine Corps, $2,500. 

The Secretary of War has submitted to the House the 
draft of an item appropriating the sum of $5,000 for the 
official entertainment of foreign military and naval rep- 
resentatives, and other distinguished guests, while visiting 
officially the military posts of the United States Army, 
to be expended by the Chief of Staff of the Army under 
the direction of the Secretary of War. The commanding 
officers of military posts are constantly called upon to ex- 


“tend courtesies to foreign military and naval officers and 


other distinguished guests. It is not thought to be just 
or proper that commanding officers should be called upon 
to expend a portion of their private incomes in entertain- : 
ing the guests of the nation. 

Referring to Section 3744 of the Revised Statutes, re- 
quiring that contracts made by the Secretary of War, or 
hy officers under him, shall be reduced to writing, and 
signed by the contracting parties, the Secretary of War 
invites the attention of Congress to the fact that this re- 
quirement imposes a considerable amount of clerical work 
which is not justified by the amount involved. As the 
law is now interpreted, officers are required to reduce con- 
tracts to writing where the amount involved might be 
less than the cost of the clerical work required. Five 
copies are now required to be made of every contract; 
one for the Auditor for the War Department; one for the 
contracting party; one for the Chief of the Bureau of the 
War Department concerned; one for the contracting offi- 
cer, and the fifth for the returns office of the Department 
of the [aterior. Such costly and voluminous methods 
place the Department in an unfavorable light with busi- 
ness men. The matter of asking Congress for a consider- 
ation of this subject with a view to dispensing with cler- 
ieal work was brought to attention by the Chief of Ord- 
nance. The various bureaus of the War Department all 
concur in the views expressed and the Judge Advocate 
General was requested to draw up legislation which would 
meet the difficulties involved. The legislation proposed 
provides that Sections 512 and 3744 to 3747, inclusive, of 
the Revised Statutes, shall not hereafter apply to con- 
tracts made by the Secretary of War or by the officers 
acting under his authority, and that the law shall not re- 
quire any contract which is to be performed within sixty 
days to be reduced to writing. Similarly, where the 
amount involved is less than $500 it is not considered 
that contracts need be reduced to writing. It is believed 
that the enactment of this legislation will materially bet- 
ter the condition of the Department in the transaction of 
public business. ‘The legislation proposed relieves con-. 
tracting officers ffom making an affidavit to be attached 
to the quintuplicate copy of every contract to the effect 
that they are not pecuniarily interested, etc. The making 
of this affidavit entails an expense for notary fees amount- 
ing to at least $1,000 annually.

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AKMY MEDICAL BILLS PASS SENATE. 

The Senate on Jan. 28 passed without amendment S. 
1424, to increase the efficiency of the Medical Depart- 
ment of the U.S. Army. The bill was introduced on 
Dec. 9 and reported without amendment by the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs on Jan. 14. The bill is 
the same as the bill introduced last year, which failed of 
final passage. It is as follows: 

S. 1424, Mr. Warren, without amendment.—To increase the 
efliciency of the Medical Department of the U.S. Army. Be it 
enacted, ete., that from and after the approval of this act the 
Medical Department of the U.S. Army shall consist of a Medical 
Corps and a Medical Reserve Corps, as hereinafter provided; 
and the Hospital Corps, the nurse corps, and dental surgeons, 
as now authorized by law. 

Section 2. That the Medical Corps shall consist. of one 
surgeon general, with rank of brigadier general, who shall be 
chief of the Medical Department; sixteen colonels, twenty-four 
lieutenant colonels, one hundred and ten majors, and three 
hundred captains or first lieutenants, who shall have rank, pay, 
and allowances of officers of corresponding grades in the cavalry 
arm of the Service. Immediately following the approval of this 
act all officers of the Medical Department then in active service, 
other than the Surgeon General, shall be recommissioned in the 
corresponding grades in the Medical Corps established by this 
act in the order of their seniority and without loss of relative 
rank in the Army, as follows: Assistant surgeons general, with 
the rank of colonel, as colonels; deputy surgeons general, with 
rank of lieutenant colonel, as lieutenant colonels; surgeons, 
with the rank of major, as majors; assistant surgeons, who at 
the time of the approval of this act shall have served three 
years or more, as captains; and assistant surgeons, with the 
rank of first lieutenant, who at the time of the approval of this 
net shall have served less than three years as such, as first lieu- 
tenants; and hereafter first lieutenants shall be promoted to the 
grade of captain after three years’ service in the Medical Corps. 

Section 3. That promotions in the Medical Corps to fill va- 
cancies in the several grades created or caused by this act, or 
hereafter occurring, shall be made according to seniority, but 
all such promotions and all appointments to the grade of first 
lieutenant in said corps shall be subject to examination as here- 
inafter provided: Provided, That the increase in grades of 
colonel, lieutenant colonel, and major provided for in this act 
shall be filled by promotion each calendar year of not exceed- 
ing two lieutenant colonels to be colonels, three majors to be 
lieutenant colonels, fourteen captains to be majors, and of the 
increase in the grade of first lieutenant not more than twenty- 
five per centum of the total of such increase shall be appointed 
in any one calendar year: Provided further, That those assistant 
surgeons who at the time of the approval of this act shall have 
attained their captaincy by reason of service in the volunteer 
forces under the provisions of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, Section 
18, or who will receive their captaincy upon the approval of this 
act by virtue of such service, shall take rank among the officers 
in or subsequently promoted to that grade, according to date 
of entrance into the Medical Department of the Army as com- 
missioned officers. 

Section 4. That no person shall receive an appointment as 
first lieutenant in the Medical Corps unless he shall have been 
examined and approved by an Army medical board consisting 
of not less than three officers of the Medical Corps, designated 
by the Secretary of War. . 

Section 5. That no officer of the Medical Corps shall be pro- 
moted therein until he shall have successfully passed an ex- 
amination before an Army medical board consisting of not less 
than three officers of the Medical Corps, to be designated by 
the Secretary of War and to be held at such time anterior to 
the accruing of*the right to promotion as may be for the best 
interests of the Service: Provided, That should any officer of 
the Medical Corps fail in his physical examination and be found 
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incapacitated for service by reason of physical disability con- 
tracted in the line of duty, he shall be retired with-the rank 
to which his seniority entitled him to be promoted; but if he 
should be found disqualified for promotion for any other rea- 
son, a second examination shall not be allowed, but the Secre- 
tary of War shall appoint a board of review to consist of three 
officers of the Medical Corps superior in rank to the officer ex- 
amined, none of whom shall have served as a member of the 
board which examined him. If the unfavorable finding of the 
examining board is concurred in by the board of review, the 
officer reported disqualified for promotion shall, if a first lieu- 
tenant or captain, be honorably discharged from the Service 
with one year’s pay; and, if a major or lieutenant colonel, shall 
be debarred from promotion and the officer next in rank found 
qualified shall be promoted to the vacancy. If the action of the 
examining board is disapproved by the board of review, the 
officer shall be considered qualified and shall be promoted. 

Section 6. That nothing in this act shall be construed to 
legislate out of the Service any officer now in the Medical De- 
partment of the Army, nor to affect the relative rank on promo- 
tion of any medical officer now in the Service, or who may here- 
after be appointed therein, as determined by the date of his ap- 
pointment or commission, except as herein otherwise provided 
in Section 3. 

Section 7. That for the purpose of securing a reserve corps 
of medical officers available for military service, the President 
of the United States is authorized to issue commissions as first 
lieutenants therein to such graduates of reputable schools of 
medicine, citizens of the United States, as shall trom time to 
time, upon examination to be prescribed by the Secretary of 
War, be found physically, mentally, and morally qualified to 
hold such commissions, the persons so commissioned to ¢on- 
stitute and be known as the Medical Reserve Corps. The com- 
missions so given shall confer upon the holders all the authority, 
rights and privileges of commissioned officers of the like grade 
in the Medical Corps of the U.S. Army, except promotions, but 
enly when called into active duty, as hereinafter provided, and 
during the period of such active duty. Officers of the Medical 
Reserve Corps shall have rank in said corps according to date 
of their commissions therein, and when employed on active duty, 
as hereinafter provided, shall rank next below all other officers 
of like grade in the U.S. Army: Provided, That contract sur- 
geons now in the military service who receive the favorable rec- 
ommendation of the Surgeon General of the Army shall be eligi- 
ble for appointment in said reserve corps without further ex- 
amination. 

Section 8. That in emergencies the Secretary of War may 
order officers of the Medical Reserve Corps to active duty in 
the Service of the United States in such numbers as the pub- 
lic interests may require, and may relieve them from such 
duty when their services are no longer necessary: Provided, 
That nothing in this act shall be construed as authorizing an 
officer of the Medical Reserve Corps to be ordered upon active 
duty as herein provided who is unwilling to accept such service, 
nor to prohibit an officer of the Medical Reserve Corps not 
cesignated for active duty from service with the militia, or with 
the volunteer troops of the United States, or in the service of 
the United States in any other capacity, but when so serving 
with the militia or with volunteer troops, or when employed in 
the service of the United States in any other capacity, an officer 
of the Medical Reserve Corps shall not be subject to call for duty 
under the terms of this section: And provided further, That the 
President is authorized to honorably discharge from the Medical 
Reserve Corps any officer thereof whose services are no longer 
required: And provided further, That officers. of the Medical 
Reserve Corps who apply for appointment in the Medical Corps 
of the Army may, upon the recommendation of the Surgeon 
General, be placed on- active duty by the Secretary of War and 
ordered to the Army Medical School for instruction and further 
examination to determine their fitness for commission in the 
Medical Corps. 

Section 9. That officers of the Medical Reserve Corps when 
called upon active duty in the service of the United States, 
as provided in. Section 8 of this act, shall be subject to the 
laws, regulations, and orders for the government of the Regular 
Army, and during the period of such’ service shall be entitled 
to the pay and allowances of first lieutenants of the Medical 
Corps with increase for length of service now allowed by law, 
said increase io be computed only for time of active duty: Pro- 
vided, That no ofticer of the Medical Reserve Corps shall be en- 
titled to retirement or retirement pay, por shall he be entitled 
to pension except for physical disability incurred in the line of 
duty while in active duty: And provided further, That nothing 
in this act shall be construed to prevent the appointment in 
time of war of medical officers of Volunteers in such numbers 
and with such rank and pay as may be provided ‘by law. 

Section 10. That-al acts and parts of acts in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 


Mr. Bulkeley, from the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, to whom was referred the amendment submitted 
by himself, intended to be preposed to the bill (S. 1424) 
to increase the efficiency of the Medical Department of 
the Army, submitied a report, accompanied by a bill (S. 
4482) to reorganize the corps of denta] surgeons attached 
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to the Medical Department of the Army. As the Senate 
passed the Medical Department bill without amendment, 
Mr. Bulkeley introduced the provision for a dental corps 
as a separate bill, and it was reported favorably on Jan. 
27. On Jan. 29 the Senate took up and passed the bill 
without debate and without amendment. The bill follows: 

S. 4432, Mr. Bulkeley—To reorganize the corps of dental 
surgeons attached to the Medical Department of the Army. Be 
it enacted, etc., that to the Medical Department of the Army 
there shall be attached a corps of dental surgeons, which corps 
shall not exceed in number the actuai requirements nor the 
proportion of one to one thousand authorized by law for service 
in the Regular Army, and all original appointments to said 
corps shall be made to the rank of first lieutenant : 

Section 2. That the appointees must be citizens of the United 
States, between twenty-two and thirty years of age, graduates 
of standard American dental colleges, of good moral character, 
and of unquestionable professional repute, and shall be required 
to pass the usual physical examination and a professional ex- 
amination which shall include tests of skill in practical dentistry 
and of proficiency in the usual subjects in a standard dental 
college course: Provided, That dental surgeons attached to the 
Medical Department of the Army at the time of the passage of 
this act may be eligible to appointment, three of them to the 
rank of captain and the others to the rank of first lieutenant, 
on the recommendation of the Surgeon General, and subject to 
the usual physical and professional examinations herein pre- 
scribed: Provided further, That the professional examination 
may be waived in the case of dental surgeons whose efficiency 
reports and enfrance examinations are satisfactory to the 
Surgeon General; and the time served as dental surgeons under 
the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, shall be reckoned in computing the in- 
crease Service pay of such as are appointed under this act. 

Section 3. That the pay, allowances, and promotions of dental 
surgeons shall be fixed and governed by the laws and regula- 
tions applicable to the medical corps; that their right to com- 
mand shall be limited to the members of the dental corps; that 
their right to promotion shall be limited to the rank of captain 
after five years’ service and to the rank of major after ten 
years’ service: Provided, That the number of majors shall not 
at any time exceed one-eighth nor the number of captains one- 
third the whole number in the said dental corps. 

Section 4. That the Surgeon General of the Army is hereby 
authorized to organize a board of three examiners to conduct 
the professional examinations herein prescribed, one of whom 
shall be a surgeon in the Army, and two of whom shall be 
selected by the Surgeon General from the contract dental sur- 
geons eligible under the provisions of this act to appointment 
to the dental corps. 

Section 5. That the annulment of contracts made with dental 
surgeons under the Act of Feb. 2,.1901, shall be so timed and 
ordered by the Surgeon General that the whole number of con- 
tract and commissioned dental surgeons rendering service shall 
not at any time be reduced below thirty. 


A comparison of the cost of the dental corps as at pres- 
ent constituted, and the cost under Mr. Bulkeley’s bill if 
it should become a law is shown in a statement prepared 
by the office of the Surgeon General of the Army, through 
Major J. R. Kean. The present cost per year of thirty- 
three contract dental surgeons is $56,160. Under the 
proposed law, in the first year the cost for three captains 
and twenty-seven first lieutenants would be $52,850.11. 
After ten years, the cost, with increase of rank and pay 
for length of service, would be for four majors, ten cap- 
tains, and sixteen first lieutenants, in all, $70,073.33. 
Assuming the number of dental surgeons to be fixed at 
sixty, under the proposed law, the cost for the first year 
would be, for three captains and fifty-seven first lieuten- 
ants, in all, $100,850.11; and after ten years, for seven 
majors, eighteen captains and thirty-six first lieutenants, 
in all, $135,755.33. This is based on the fact that the pro- 
posed law removes the existing maximum number that 
may be employed as dental surgeons, and fixes the num- 
ber. ‘not to exceed the actual requirements or the propor- 
tion of one to one thousand authorized by law.” For pur- 
peses of comparison the statement was therefore prepared 
for the existing number, 80, and for an assumed num- 
ber, 60.

ANOTHER REVENUE CUTTER BILL. 

H.R. 15241, Mr. Dunnell (by request). To increase 
the efficiency of the personnel of the Revenue Cutter 
Service and for other purposes. This is the same as S. 24, 
(which has been favorably reported in the Senate) with 
these exceptions: The rank of the Chief of the Revenue 
Cutter division is changed from captain commandant to 
commodore, with a corresponding increase of pay and 
relative rank with the Army. The title of the six 
“senior captains” is changed to that of “fleet captains”; 
the rank of the engineer-in-chief is changed from lieu- 
tenant colonel to colonel, with corresponding increase of 
pay. Sections 5, 8 and 14 are changed to read as follows: 

See. 5. That any commissioned or warrant officer of the 
Revenue Marine Service who served with credit prior to the 
9th day of April, 1865, in the Civil War, either in the land or 
naval forces of the United States, shall, upon his application, 
be retired with the rank and receive three-fourths of the duty 
pay and increase of the next higher grade held by him, and the 
provisions of this section shall apply to officers of the said 
Service now on the retired list: Provided, That no officer shall 
be retired in a lower-rank than the highest grade held by him in 
said land or naval forces, and when so retired he shall receive 
three-fourths of the highest pay of his grade or rank. 

Sec. 8. That all warrant and petty officers of the Revenue 
Cutter Service shall receive ten per centum increase of pay for 
every five years of service as such [as officers] warrant or 
petty officers, either in the Navy or Revenue Marine, or both, 
such increase not to exceed forty per centum of the pay of their 
grade or rating: Provided, That an enlisted man or a warrant 
or petty officer who has served thirty years in the Service, either 
in the Navy, Revenue Marine, or both, shall, upon suitable ap- 
plication, be placed on waiting orders and receive seventy-five 
per centum of the pay and increase of his grade or rating: 
Provided, That such enlisted man, warrant or petty officer may 
be assigned to such duties as he may be able to perform. 

See. 14. That the Revenue Cutter Service shall be designated 
ihe Revenue Marine, and the vessels in the Service may, in the 
discretion of the Secretary of the Treasury, be designated as 
fellows: Vessels of the first and second class revenue cruisers, 
and vessels of the third class revenue cutters. 

The superfluous words in See. 8 indicated by brackets 
appear in the bill as received. S. 24 was published in 
the JoURNAL of Dee. 21, 1907, page 424.

That 
chief boatswains, chief gunners, and chief machinists shall be 
eligible for appointment to the grade of ensign, under the re- 
strictions imposed by ltw upon the appointment of boatswains, - 
gunners, and -warrant machinists to that grade. Sec. 4. That 
hereafter any officer of the Navy who may be promoted or 
appointed to a higher grade under the provisions of existing 
law shall be entitled to the pay of that grade from the date he 
takes rank therein.

3. That the superintendent, chief nurses, and nurses shall re- 
spectively receive the same pay, allowances, emoluments, and 
privileges as are now or may hereafter be provided by or in 
pursuance of law for the nurse corps (female) of the Army.

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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


Incident to the troubles in the 12th N.Y., the fact is developed 
that a number of officers in that command have not been 
present at the armory to perform their duties as they should 
do, and dinners and theater parties and other social functions 
are frequently more important to some officers than perform- 
ing the duties incumbent upon them. Some companies have 
had to drill without officers, and one night last week, for 
example, both the captain and lieutenant from one company 
were absent without leave, and Adjutant DeRussy put on his 
uniform and drilled the company. Delinquent officers have, 
we believe, been reported to the headquarters of the Ist 
Brigade, but the brigade delinquency court have failed to act 
on their cases, and it would be interesting to know why. 
Officers who strut around with military rank and avoid mili- 
tary duty should be promptiy brought to account, and it is 
essential to military discipline that they should be. There 
should be no favoritism or delay of any kind in making de- 
linquent officers do the work or pay the piper. If they merely 
want rank without performing duty the sooner they are out 
of. the service the better. It is hoped a brigade delinquency 
court may be appointed that will perform its duty.

Governor Hughes, of New York, reviewed the 13th Regiment, 
under command of Colonel Austen, on the night of Jan. 25, 
betore a crowd ot some 8,000 persons, the largest audience 
that ever assembled in an armory of the state.

MICHIGAN. 


Capt. F. W. Fuger, 13th U.S. Inf., in an official report con- 
cerning the encampment of the Michigan National Guard last 
August, says: ‘‘During my tour of duty with the organized 
militia of Michigan, I was impressed with the zeal and energy 
displayed by both officers and men. They were interésted in 
their work and apparently tried to get as much good out of 
the time spent in camp as possible. I think too many men 


were drawn from the companies for fatigue and guard. I saw 
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repeatedly companies in maneuvers with three squads and in 
some cases only skeleton squads at that. I would recommend 
that for field exercises, the guard and fatigue details be re- 
duced to the minimum, so that the companies would have a 
large number of their men present for this most important 
work. If considered necessary for instruction, the guard 
could be increased after dark, being held to the minimum dur- 
ing the day. On the whole, I think the camp at Ludington a 
good one, but the maneuver ground is entirely too difficult for 
state troops. It is generally very thick, and the company offi- 
cer knows very little of what is going on to his right and 
left. I think, however, it would be possible to have some of 
the ground cleared if the camp is to be used permanently.’’

M. K. asks: (1) Have the certificate of merit badges been 
received from the Mint yet? Answer: Yes. (2) When will 
certificate of merit badges be issued? Answer: Very shortly. 
(3) I hold a certificate of merit, but have not applied for a 
badge; will it be necessary, as record of issue of the certifi- 
cate of merit is in the War Department? Answer: Better 
apply for it; if you are still in the Service you will get a 
badge. . 

J. P. W. writes: I went to the Philippine Islands with 
Co. D, 18th Inf.; arrived July 16, 1898, took part in battle 
of Manila, Aug. 13; also took part in the insurrection, staying 
two years in Panay Islands. Am I entitled to two campaign 
badges, Spanish American War and the Philippine insurrec- 
tion? Answer: Yes, if you are still in the Service. 

R. 8S. writes: I saw service during the Spanish-American 
War in Cuba from February, 1899, to July 3, 1901. Am I 
entitled to any medal? I was discharged March 21, 1905. 
Answer: You will not receive a medal unless you return to 
the Service. 

W. G. A. asks: Would you kindly advise us as to whether we 
are entitled to the campaign badges for service in the Philip- 
pine Islands: W.G.A. enlisted Sept. 9, 1899; landed in Manila, 
P.I., Jan. 1, 1900; served in Samar and Leyte; discharged in 
Manila, P.I., Sept. 8, 1902; re-enlisted Sept. 1, 1905. F.C.A. 
was present at battle of Manila, P.I., Aug. 13, 1898; dis- 
charged Sept. 4, 1899, from 13th Minn. Vol. Inf.; re-enlisted 
in 30th U.S. Inf., Jan. 13, 1901; landed in Manila in April, 
1901; discharged Jan. 19, 1904; re-enlisted Dec. 1, 1905. 
Answer: You will receive three medals, viz., Philippine, 
Spanish War and Congressional. 

JACK asks: I enlisted in the 1st N.C. Vols., April 27, 1898, 
and was in Ouba, arriving some time in November and leav- 
ing in February following. Enlisted in 28th U.S. Inf., May 
3, 1901, and was in Philippines from December, 1901, to 
date of discharge, Dec. 4, 1903. Served in Mindanao and 
Jolo, and saw fighting in Jolo under General Wood in fall of 
1903. Again enlisted in C.A.C., Feb. 4, 1907. Am I entitled 
to any campaign badges? Answer: You are entitled to a 
Spanish War meda! and a Philippine medal. 

L. S.—Apply to the recruiting officer in your city, or to 
your company commander for the information you desire. 

O. M. asks: Whether or not he is entitled to the special 
medal provided by Congress for service in the Philippines 
after discharge, under G.O. 40, 1898, was due. I enlisted 
May 16, 1898, and was assigned to Co. E, 12th Inf.; served 
in Cuba, and, on my own request, went to the Philippines 
with my regiment without having been discharged; was dis- 
charged May 15, 1901. The request that I be continued in 
the Service was made in December, 1898, at Fort Riley, Kas., 
at the time all other G.O. 40 men were mustered out of the 
regiment. Answer: We believe you are. Better make appli- 
cation to the Adjutant General and state your case in detail, 
giving dates. 

B. P. T. asks: Is a campaign medal issued or to be issued 
by the War Department to troops, Regular or Volunteer, 
that served in Cuba after July 17, 1898 Answer: No. 

8S. F. asks: Which batteries of Field Artillery are to relieve 
those now stationed in Cuba, and what is the probable date of 
transfer? Answer: It is not likely that any of the troops 
now in Cuba will be relieved until the withdrawal of our 
forces in February, 1909. This is the present plan in that 
regard. 

G. A. J. asks: Whether certificates of proficiency in re- 
quired subjects from colieges and high schools are at the 
present time accepted at West Point and Annapolis. Answer: 
No. 

CIVIL SERVICE asks: If a bill was introduced during the 
last session of Congress (fifty-ninth) granting an increase 
of twenty per cent. in the pay of civil service employees of 
the War Department. Answer: No. 

J. M. L. asks: Whether the preliminary examination for 
master gunner embraces higher arithmetic or the fundamental 
principles; also the subjects at the school.
